Sauerkraut contains vinegar 
for the preservation of the vegetable, and 
when taken into the stomach aids fermenta- 
tion, which is to be avoided.”’ 

How about the green onion diet of the 
boller maker?!“ 

That is better. Onions, ripened and ot full 
size, taken with apples or other frul not 
mixed indiscriminately—are an excellent ar- 
ticle of diet. Green onions, like peanuts, are 
good in their plage, but a man could live on 
onions better alohe than he could in company 
with some one élse. Ha, ha 

I will agree to live on water alone longer 
than any man of my power of endurance can 
live on sauerkraut and water. 

“I found a milkman yesterday who was 
living e@imost exclusively on milk. A man 
could live for years on malted milk, doing 
light physical work, and live longer and hap- 
pier than he could on the unpalatable messes 
that we think proper for the ordinary meal. 
We want the bean eaters, and the peanut 
eaters, and the popoorn eaters, and the green 
onion eaters to add their experience to the 
meeting we intend to hoki next week in 
Aurora. We are having some fun, but the 
real benefit is to be derived in the experi- 
mentation of various articles, testing their 
food value.“

‘banks ought to be wiped out of existence by 
state and national law, but at the same time 
our currency ought to be so elastic that the 
failure of one or two speculative banks could 
not produce a widespread scarcity of money.”

Wants No Emergency Action. 

R. W. Sears, president of Sears, Roebuck

terday. Replying to the sentence No injury 
has been done to any corporation in any of 
Our states by the exercise of the power of 
regulation,’’ President Smith says: 

The foregoing affirmation is not sustained 
by the facts known to every one. The powers 
of regulation as exercised in Alabama, 
Georgia, North Carolina, and some other 
states have inflicted incalculable injury upon 
the railways, corporations, and allied inter- 
ests and in that way unfavorably affected the 
interests of the citizens. When regulation 
ig exercised to supervise and control physical 
conditions, operations, financing and move- 
ment of traffic, and arbitrarily fix the re- 
muneration for service rendered, it is disas- 
trous. 

A denial by parties responsible for such 
conditions will not deceive. The attempt of 
the governors to place the responsibility for 
the destruction of confidence upon the repre- 
sentatives of railway companies is pitiful and 
the error of the statement is apparent.”

Long Conference Held in 
Home of J. P. Morgan. 
Result Not Given Out. 


EARLY RELIEF IN SIGHT. 


Pay Roll Ordeal Over and Gold 
from Foreign Coffers on 
Way to New York. 


New York, Nov. 2.—[ Special. I The longest 
conference of bankers that has been held 
since the money stringency became acute 
took place today in J. P. Morgan’s library. 

It began at 9 o'clock in the morning and did 
not end until after 5 p. m. At the beginning 
only five or six bankers were present, but 
others were called into consultation, until 
about fifteen were there at the close. Among 
them were Charles Steele, George W. Perk- 
ins, Isaac N. Seligman. A. B. Hepbarn, 
George F. Baker, James Stillman, and Grant 
B. Schley. 

The bankers all adjourned to the Waldorf 
for dinner. When Mr. Perkins went away 
he said that Mr. Morgan had gone to spend 
the night at. a hotel in the city” 

The banking situation was the main topic 
under discussion,“ said Mr. Perkins, but 
there will be no statement given out con- 
cerning it.“ There will be another cohfer- 
ence tomorrdw. Mr. Perkins sa!d. 

It was reported that the bankers discussed 
the advisability of asking President Roose- 
velt to call a special session of congress to 
deal with the needs of the financial situation. 
Another report was that Mr. Morgan was go- 
ing to Washington to confer with the presi- 
dent, but this was denied. 

Bank Statement Delayed. 

The weekly statement of the clearing house 
banks of New York, which is usually brought 
out at 11:30, was delayed half an hour today 
and was not made public until after the close 
of the stock exchange. 

It showed the largest changes for a week 
that have ever been recorded, the reserve 
held decreasing $30.601.800 to a deficit below 
the legal reserve of $37,605,525. Loans in- 
creased $60,741,600—representing clearing 
house certificdtes; net deposits increased 
$28.014,900, and cash decreased $30,601,800. 

Though there was this enormous deficit 
below the legal reserve, it was pointed out 
as a favorable point that banks still held 
cash up to 21.20 per cent of deposits, as com- 
pared with a legal tequirement of 25 per 


cent.

Men in close touch with the situation were 
not surpised at the figures, but it was deemed 
best to delay the publication of them in 
order to avoid a sentimental! effect upon the 
stock market, which closed with a fair rally 
in spite of the apprehension caused by the 
holding back of the statement.

Pay Roll Ordeal Over. 

The scarcity of cash was the important fea- 
ture of the situation today, as it has been 
for some time past. Though little improve- 
ment was made in this today, it was learned 
that the pay roll ordeal, which has been 
hanging heavily over bankers’ heads and had 
its culmination today, was passed through in 
safety. 

Emplayés all over the city received their 
money as usual with one or two unimportant 
exceptions, and the only indication that any- 
thing of the extraordinary was happening in 
the financial world that they had was that 
their envelopes had an unusually large 
amount of gold in them. 

Before the time for payment comes again 
next week it is expected that the measures 
taken today and earlier to relieve the strin- 
gency will have operated. 

First and foremost among these is the im- 
portation of gold. Of the $29,150,000 that has 
been engaged recently, including $1,500,000 
engaged today, 7.500.000 is reported to be 
on board the Kronprinzessin Cecilie due in 
New York Tuesday, andabout 31.500.000 will 
be on the Teutonic, 
rive on Thursday.

Premium to Stop Hoarding. 

Another thing which is expected to relieve 
the situation materially is the premium on 
currency which is being offered. The de- 
crease of more than $30,000,000 in cash held 
by banks is attributed, in great part, to 
hoarding in large quantities by individuals 
who have withdrawn their accounts from 
banks and trust companies. 

To meet this hoarding tendency money 
brokers are offering a premium of from 8 to 
3% per cent for currency, according to the 
amount. They will accept any amount in ex- 
cess of $5.000 and give in payment therefor 

_a certified check on a national bank. 

This check, while marked ‘“ payable only 
through the clearing house, and thus not 
payable in cash until the banking gituation 
has cleared, is protected by the credit of the 
entire clearing house association. This pre- 
mium is expected to bring into circulation 
again much of the currency which has been 
withdrawn. 

Circulation Being Increased. 


Further relief is.expected from increased 
taking out of circulation by the banks. Dur- 
ing the last week the banks of the country, 
according to reports from Washington, have 
increased their circulation by $4,785,510. - To- 
day the National City Bank of New York took 
out $1,000,000 additional circulation, and is 
making arrangements to take out $4,000,000 
more within the next week. Other banks are 
arranging for large increases. 

This movement. ig being helped in large 
measure by the offering to banks of the 830. 
000,000 of 6 per cent revenue yonds of the 
city of New York on a basis to net 5% per 
cent. These bonds can be substituted for 
government bonds which are in Washington 
as security for federal deposits in banks. The 
government bonds thus let free can then be 
used as security for the issue of additional 
circulation. 

A fourth measure for relief. is the con- 
templated increase in specie. During the last 
month there has been coined in the country’s 
mints $10,364,720 in double eagles. and §$1,- 
004,000 in half dollars, quarters, and dimes.

COMPARISON WITH ’9S SITUATION. 

The bank statement issued in New York 
yesterday revealed a new low mark in the 
reserve held by the money houses.

Decline in Business Shown. 

Local bank clearings for the week indicat- 
ed a distinct falling off in business in Chicaga 
and the territory tributary thereto. Begin- 
ning with, Monday the exchange of checks 
showed a steady decline throughout the 
week. On Monday clearings aniounted to 
$47,467,950. Saturday they were $34,439,926. 
And for the entire week were but 3.68 per 
cent higher than for the corresponding week 
last year.. The percentage of gain has.been 
running from 12 to 18 per cent, so that there 
has been a. decrease of at least 75 per cent 
in the amount of gain, which heretofore 
has been recorded.

The question is arising in the minds of 
some of the local banks whether the issues 
of banknote currency are not going to prove 
harmful instead of useful. It/is predicted 
the craze for issuing of notes will result in

drawing down balances in Chicago. St. Louis, 


It 
is expected to work something like this: 

A bank in Omaha, for instance, has a bal- 
ance of $250,000 with a Chicago bank. At 
present it is unable to get the currency from 
its Chicago correspondent. Then the bank 
decides to take out new circulation. In order 
to do this it must buy bonds to secure the 
circulation. It draws on its Chicago corres- 
pondent for $250,000, this draft in turn finds 
its way to New York, the securities are pur- 
chased, and new circulation taken out. This 
new circulation is shipped to the country bank 
and goes into its vaults to be locked up or 
dribbled out in smaii amounts. In the mean- 
time, the Chicago bank has lost the $250,000 
Which has gone out of circulation. 

Flop in Exchange Situation. 

The situation in New York exchange at 
Chicago has experienced a complete flop. 
Whereas a few days ago it was offered at 
50c discount, and there were no bids, now 
there are bids of 50c premium and no offer- 
ings. 
This situation results from the fact that the 
large banks are not selling exchange, but 
using it in their efforts to import gol They 
are buyers, however, for their country cor- 
respondents. “The latter, not having as large 
balances in New York as Chicago banks, are 
neces@earily obliged to increase their funds at 
that center in order to make drafts. But 
Chicago institutions themselves are not as 
yet increasing their eastern balances. 

Meanwhile New York exchange at St. Louis 
was at a premium of 75c@§$1.00. For ex- 
change on Chicago $1.50 premium was bid. 

While nominally only par was bid at Chi- 
cago for New York exchange, an exchange 
dealer was given a discretionary.order to buy 
at the market. He was willing to pay 50c 
premium, and was inclined to believe that 
$1.00 premium would be paid had any been 
offered at that price.«

Satisfied to Take Check. 


“Just as soon as the people understand |

We have in- 
structions that all our customers must be 
satisfied before they leave the bank. Yes- 
terday a man came in whose balance was 
more than $40,000. He handed a check for 
that amount to the cashier. After a few 
minutes the cashier handed him a certified 
check for $40,000. 

„ did not ask for a certified check,’ said 
the customer. ‘I want money.’ 

„The man was shown into my office. I 
asked him what he wanted to do with the 
money. - 

It is none of your business,’ was his an- 
swer, and it probably-was proper. 

“So I started in to explain the check that 
our cashier had given him. I told him that 
he could buy government bonds with it. I 
told him that he could purchase stocks with 
it. I tried to show him how little currency 
there was in sight and how much it was 
needed for pay rolls and for the immediate 
necessities of smaller depositors. He said 
that he would see if my statements were 
true. An hour later he returned. 

I guess it’s all right,’ he said. ‘I want 
to leave this check. You can keep it. It seems 
to me to be the same thing as so much 
money.’ 

“So it goes. The people are satisfied. 
Most of them seem to think that it ls a good 
joke on the banks.“ 

Banks’ Business Increased. 

During the day the clearing house associa- 
tion issued a statement showing that there 
had been a large increase in the Chicago 
banks’ business compared with that of a 
year ago. The bank clearings totaled 233. 
508,661, as against $225,309,462 of last year.

On account of the scarcity of cash, the In- 
ternational Harvester company will begin to- 
morrow paying its 18,000 Chicago empiloyés 
partly in checks. All household bills, such 
as rent, groceries, gas, etc., will be payable 
in these checks.

The policy to be pursued was announced in 
this statement issued from the general man- 
ager's office last evening: 

‘‘ During the shortage of currency in Chi- 
cago and the west the International Har- 
vester company, like many other employers 
of labor, has arranged to meet its pay rolls 
partly in cash and partly in checks of small 
denominations, convenient for living ex- 
penses, for the payment of debts, and for the 
purchase of goods. These checks will be ac- 
cepted by any banks in the city and by mer- 
chants generally.“ 


Notice to the Employes. 

With the checks at the time of pay will 
go a notice to this effect: 

INTERNATIONAL HARVESTER COMPANY. 

This company, after careful consideration, has 
decided for the present to issue checks to its em- 
ployés in part payment of their wages. These 
checks will be accepted by grocers, butchers, and 
merchants generally in the payment for purchases 
or for accounts due, and they will also be accepted 
for deposit by any bank in the city. 

Do not dispose of these checks to anybody for 
less than their face value. If it becomes necessary 
for you to have cash for a greater proportion of 
your pay than you have received, please take the 
matter up with the foreman of your department.

Charge with Blacklist.“ 


THREE R’S NOT NEGLECTED. 


Chicago Pupils Still Apt in Rudiments, 
Concludes Cooley. 


School Architect Dwight H. Perkins has 
“made good his assertion, made several 
weeks ago. that scores of the Chicago schools 
are in a filthy condition. 

As the result of an extended investigation, 
he has prepared a report giving a list of forty- 
six school buildings in which, he says, every 
portion of the basement is in the greatest 
need of whitewashing.’’ The report urges 
that the work of cleansing be done at once. 
Many others, say the report, are if'a bad con- 
dition, but can wait for cleansing until next 


summer.

Still Teach Rudiments. 

Cooley has prefared a tentative re- 
port on the investigation of the teaching of 
penmanship, spelling, and arithmetic which 
was demanded two weeks ago by Trustee R. 
A. White. The report is a summary of recent 
investigations of these subjects made by 
teachers in the Chicago schools and by va- 


rious educators. 
The superintendent does not agree with 


Trustee White’s charge that the rudiments of 
education are being sacrificed for fancy 
learning. His report may be summed up 
briefly as follows: 
PENMANSHIP—Investations show that the 
writing of the pupils and students throughout the 
country has suffered from the shifting from the 
old Bpencerian style of writing to the vertical 
system, and then back again. It ia Cooley's beef, 
however, that the penmanship in the Chicago 
schools is as good now as it hase ever been. 
SPELLING—Extensive tests have been made and 
published. In the revised course of study, adopted 
in August, provision is made for a considerable 
increase in the time devoted to these subjects. 
MATHEMATICS—Thise subject will be discussed 
at a meeting ot the principals’ club next Saturday. 
Board members are invited. 
The report concludes with a request for 
further time to continue the investigation.

STRONG PROTEST IS VOICED. 


Compliance with Specifications in the 
Contract Is Demanded. 


“Wretched. slipshod, dishonest work,“ 
was the description applied to the paving 
in East Forty-third street last night at an 
“indignation meeting of property owners 
held at 241 East Forty-third st 


Those present, all of whom afe members 


of the Forty-third Street Improvement as- 


sociation. denounced the Barber Asphalt Pav- 
ing company for the way it has been doing 
the work, and adopted resolutions which 
will be sent to the board of local improve- 
ments, demanding that a new system of 
inspection of the work be installed, and that 
the specifications be adhered to.

City Inspector Discharged. 

The meeting was called at the instigation 
of Dr. W. K. Jaques, 4816 Greenwood ave- 
nue; F. A. Hamilton, 241 Forty-third street; 
W. M. Powers, and Theodore Buskihbk, civil 
engineer for the dra e canal. These 
men have been watc the methods used 
in the construction of the paving, and upon 
complaint last Friday to Col. H. S. Dietrich 
and President Minwegen of the board of 
bocal improvements succeeded in getting the 
city paving inspector discharged and stopped 
the work temporarily. 

Glaring violations of the requirements of 
the specifications were cited by the speakers. 

Forty-third street, which is rightfully 
a main artery of this section of the city, has 
been in a torn up state for a year and a half,“ 
said Dr. Jaques. The street car company 
has done its duty in putting in tracks on a 
foundation tha’ will last a century. The 
residents Were so overjoyed to see paving 
going in that they were prone to overlook 
whether or not the work was done properly. 
The Barber company began at State street, 
intending to work eastward, putting in two 
blocks of paving a day. One day I watchea 
the men at work. I have been a chemist in 
the municipal laboratory, and happen to 
know how cement paving should be put in. 


Cement Improperly Mixed. 


was surprised to see that mud and dirt 


‘and bits of old block pavement were shoveled 


into the cancrete. I protested to the inspec- 
tor and asked where his specifications were. 
He said, O, a little dirt doesn’t hurt,’ and 
acknowledged he didn’t know where the 
specifications were. The concrete was not 
only improperly mixed, but mixed on the 
dirty street. The specifications require that 
the rock and sand shall be dumped on board 
platforms and that the mixing shall be done 
on platforms free from dirt. 

“I kept trace of the materials used. The 
specifications require one part cement, three 
of sand, and seven of rock. That is weak 
enough, but on this job the strength was 
weakened 25 to 50 per cent.”’ 

Mr. Buskirk, who is a cement expert, cor- 
roborated Dr. Jaques’ statements and de- 
clared the work was done wretchedly. He 
exonerated the board of local improvements 
and praised Col. Dietrich for the emphatic 
manner in which he responded to the pro- 
tests.

The superintendent decided that fire insur- 
ance companies no longer will be required to 
make special reports to the department on 
risks in the congested district. This is

Property Owners Ask Action. 

The action was taken at the request of sev- 
eral of the big property owners in the district. 
They sent.@ petition to him, which Mr. Potter 
received during the day, asking him to re- 
move this obligation from the risk compa- 
nies. It was shown that the publicity caused 
discrimination against Chicago, as no such 
requirement was asked in any other of the 
big cities of the world. N 

It is thought that now insurance will be 
written more readily, as the companies will 
not be aware just what other companies are 
carrying. 

Mr. Potter has had the subject under con- 
sideration for some time. The law requir- 
ing the insurance companies to make such 
reports was as old as the department Itself. 
It was put in force at a time when there was 
a real danger of downtown Chicago suffering 
from a fire that might wipe jt out. All this 
has been changed. however, by the erection 
of the fireproof buildings and by the improved 
water system and increased fire protection. 


Looks Over the District. 


On last Wednesday Mr / Potter came to 
Chicago and looked over the district, accom- 
panied by Fire Marshal Horan and several 
ingurance agents. He said that he felt safe 
in withdrawing the requirement. The in- 
surance companies had been forced to show 
each year the amount of their liabilities in 
the district so that their situation in the case 
of a big 3 could be determined. 

He asked, however, that a formal petition 
be sent to him so that there would be some- 
thing on record in his office to ac@ount for 
the change.

The thing which 
ostensibly the amendment of Mr. Berry seeks 
to avold is the disfranchising of citizens who 
nominate these tickets and who afterwards 
desire to vote in their regular party state 
primaries.

‘“PROHIB” SWEEPS COUNTRY | 


Spread of Temperance Movement 
Augury of Dry“ Nation. 


REFORM IS NOT SECTIONAL. 


83,600,000 Americans Now Living in 
Drink Barred Territory. 


Predictions are freely made that if the 
prohibition of the liquor traffic does not be- 


come a national political issue within a few 


short years it will be because the issue itself 
will have been eliminated by state legislation 
rendering the manufacture and sale of liquor 
impossible. 

The temperance movement is sweeping the 
country in an irresistible wave, and soon, it 
is asserted, ho whisky will be sold in the 
United States except in the larger cities, 
into which the criminal elements of the coun- 
try will flock. The trend is toward enforced 
abstinence, and the makers of liquor are 
Plainly alarmed. 


Prohibition’s Giant Strides. 


The prohibition party does not poll a large 
vote—but 83,600,000 Americans live in prohi- 
bition territory. 

The -prohibition party has only enty 
members of the legislature in all thé states 
of the union put together—but five of these 
states, including Oklahoma, have passed 
total abstinence laws and thirty-four have 
local option statutes. 

The prohibition party has not one member 


| of congress—but the National Liquor Deal- 


ers’ convention already has organized @ 
strong lobby against the anti-C. O. D.“ 
law, which would prevent the shipment ol 
liquor into dry territory by the express com- 
panies and which has a fair chance to pass at 
the coming session. 

Evidently the prohibition sentiment of the 
country cannot be measured by the prohibi- 
tion party. 

That this sentiment is on the Increase there 
is no question. Consider the following table:

Kentucky is famous all over the world as 
the state of beautiful women, fast horses, 
and fine whisky.

South Rapidly Going Dry. 

In the south especially the prohibition 
movement is spreading. Mississippi almost 
certainly will put a state anti-liquor law on 
its books at the next session. 

Alabama allows no saloons to remain open 
after9 p. m. Birmingham, thestate’s largest 
city, the Pittsburg of the south,” only the 
other day voteditself into a dry town. Asa 
result of the Birmingham election the state 
legislature, which convenes in November, 
is practically certain to pass a state. prohibi- 
tion law. 

The movement is particularly strong in ths 
south because of the negro question.

The picture in the Frank saloon was the 
most serious charge made by Mr. Bartlett 
yesterday when he was questioned by In- 
spector Revere, The policeman called upon 
the minister at the request of Chief Shippy 
to learn just what his complaints are. Late 
in the afternoon Inspector Revere reported 
to Chief Shippy. 

„Dr. Bartlett bases most of his complaint 
on the existence of the social evil on the 
weet side,“ said Inspector Revere.

Inspector Revere said he would attend 
church and hear the sermon of Dr. Bartlett 
this evening and endeavor to secure addition- 
al information.

Strenuous Efforts Being Made to 
Avert Threatened Walkout. 


PLAN CONCILIATION BOARD.

Board of Trade President to Meet 
Union Leaders in Peace Move. 


LONDON, Nov. 2.—The alarming prospect 
ef à national strike of ra!lroad employés be- 
came less threatening today as a result of the 
energy displayed by Mr. Lloyd-George, presi- 
dent of the board of trade. 

Although not based on anything that has 
actually transpired since the executivé oom- 
mittee of railroad men’s union declared 
for a general yesterday, the hope exists 
that an actual rupture may be avoided. 

At a meeting of the men’s executive com- 
mittee this morning it was decided to post- 
pone action on the strike resolution until 
after a conference which is to take place with 
Mr. Lioyd-George Nov. 6, to which he has in- 
vited the union to send representatives. Rich- 
ard Bell, M. P., general secretary of the so- 
ciety and leader of the strike movement, 
probably will head the delegation. 


Circumstances Changed, Bell Says. 

A meeting of the parliamentary committee 
of the Trades Union congress was to have 
taken place Monday next, and a joint meet- 
ing of this committee with committees rep- 
resenting the General Federation of Trades 
Unions and of the labor party had been ar- 
ranged for next Tuesday, but Mr. Bell has 


written to the secretary of the first named 


organization suggesting that the meetings 
be postponed, adding: 4 

Owing to a change of circumstances I d 
not think it will be necessary to call them 
together at this stage. 

This is regarded as a significant step, be- 
cause the two meetings were to have consid- 
ered what action to take in order to support 
the railway men if they went out on strike. 
The circumstances to which Mr. Bell re- 
ferred are, of course, Mr. Lloyd-George's in- 
vitation to the conference which is to take 
place Nov. 6. 


Plan a Conciliation Board. 


The plan of the president of the board of 
trade is to form a permanent board of concil- 
jation with an equal number of representa- 
tives of the companies and of the men and 
having an independent chairman. The rail- 
road directors apparently are willing to adopt 
the plan, but the question arises whether the 
men, having demanded complete recognition 
of their unions and direct dealings between 
the managers of the roads and the unions, 
will accept such a substitute. 

The railroad men have decided to hold a 
massmeeting at Albert hall here Sunday 
night, at which deputations from all parts of 
the united kingdom will be present. 

The partisans of the railways refer to 
yesterday's resolution as being a bluff in- 
tended to frighten the railroad magnates, and 
the supporters of the unions say the Amal- 
gamated Society of Railway Servants has 
cleared for action, and that while it hes not 
actually declared war it has given its execu- 
tive a mandate for war. 

Public feeling against the strike is so strong 
that the men are bound to go slow so long 
as the companies show any disposition to ar- 
rive at a compromise arrangement. Railroad 
shares fell slightly at the opening of the 
stock exchange today, but rose later to their 
normal quotations, thus reflecting the be- 
lief in a peaceful outcome of the situation. 


MYSTERY IN THE ADVENTURE 
OF LONDON’S’ VANISHING GIRL. 


Young Russian Woman Who Disap- 
peared for a Week Says She Was Kid- 
naped, but Story Is Doubted. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Nov. 2.—London is still won- 
dering about Barbara Lapoukhine, the 18 
year old Russian girl, who disappeared after 
attending a performance at the Adelphi the- 
ater and fdr nearly a week was the object 
of a tremendous hue and cry. The girl re- 
turned as myteriously as she went away. 
Ehe rang the bell at the door of the house in 
which she and her sister boarded with their 
governess, and within a few minutes she was 
in the arms of her father, formerly an officer 
of the St. Petersburg police, who had arrived 
from Russia that same morning. 

For a time explanation of thé girl’s disap- 
pearance was refused by her family, but 
eventually the statement was made by the 
girl herself that she was kidnaped by two 
women, who, kept her several days locked 
up in a house which she could not locate, and 
then took her in a cab to St. Paul’s cathedral, 
where they left her. The London newspaper 
public is not fully convinced that Miss La- 
poukhine’s story accords exactly with the 
facts. 

It is estimated the expense of the search 
for Miss Lapoukhine amounted nearly to 

7,000. No fewer than a hundred detectives 
were engaged upon the case; every London 
cabman was notified to be on the lockout for 
the girl; photographs were sent out by the 
hundreds, and the chief of Scotland Yard, Sir 
Melville McNaughten, and Supt. Frost gave 
much of their valuable time to the search.

PARIS, Nov. 2.—-The French views of the 
Berlin court scandal have varied from the 
most frivolous to serious discussion. One 
cynical boulevard view held is that, not con- 
tent with overwhelming the French military, 
the Germans have been privately seeking to 
filch their reputed preéminence in vice. An- 
other commentator, sheltering himself and 
intensifying his observations at the same 
time behind a dialogue with Moroccans, re- 
marks that the Germans are at last civiliz- 
ing themselves. 

Another commentator of academic stand- 
ing, citing various historic references to 
Frederick the Great's army, declares that 
Editor Harden’s trial shows that all the edu- 
cational influences of the beautiful Paris- 
lennes during the German invasions after 
the Napoleonic times and in 1870 have been 


‘Wnavailing to effect a lasting change in the 


“German character. » 
See Europe as Gainer. 


Some writers, however, have taken up the 
matter seriously, one of the most solid com- 
mentators on foreign affairs expressing the 
belief that European politics is bound to 
be the gainer through the dispersion of the 
camarilla which has been surrounding the 
kaiser. This writer credits the kaiser with 
incontestable good faith and expresses con- 
fidence in a tranquil future after the ban- 
ishment of his, present immediate entourage 
— those who are leading him towards bad 
ends. ö 

Another less optimistic writer declares 
that the Harden case may be for the German 
monarchy what the case of the queen’s 
necklace proved to beferthe French. Cardi- 
nal de Rohan had been credulous and the 
judges were constrained to believe in his in- 
nocence, but popular opinion would not and 
the throne’s enemies seized the opportunity 
to aggravate the discontent which conducted 
the king to the scaffold. 

Kaiser Must Take Care. 

The writer says the consequence to Harden 
will not be so tragic, but the emperor will 
be wise to look more carefully hereafter to 
the good name of those near him so that mud 
throwers at them will not spatter the steps 
of the throne. 

Another phase of criticism recalls the fre- 
quent taunt that America’s regard for the 
finer conventions of diplomacy forms a sharp 
contrast to European scrupulousness in that 
regard. The Temps objects seriously to the 
way in which the name of M. Le Comte, coun- 
cillor to the French embassy, hed been 
dragged in. It says that if he is persona non 
grata to the German court his recall ought 
to be asked for, otherwise diplomatic im- 
munity should be observed.

One Institution 369 Pupils Were

LONDON, Nov. 2.—The education commit- 
tee of the London council has started a cam- 
paign against the use of the cane in the 
London schools. Word has gone forth from 
the committee that corporal punishment 
must be saved for grave moral offenses, and 
must not be inflicted until other correctional 
methods shall have been tried and found 
wanting. 

Judging from a report fromthe principal of 
one of the London schools the committee’s 
action was necessary. At thie particular 
schoo) there are 369 pupils in the boys’ de- 
partment, and upon these 369 boys there were 
inflicted last year 17,041 canings—that is to 
say, an average of over forty-three canings 
per boy per annum. Allowing for bad boys, 
this average permitted of one caning a week 
to each pupil. . 

One resolution passed by the school com- 
mittee provides that corporal punishment in 
what are known as the infant schools shall 
be given only in exceptional circumstances, 
and then only by one hand of the teacher, on 
thehand or arm of the pupil, care being taken 
to inflict no blow upon the face or head.

PARIS, Nov. 2.—A striking demonstration 
of what modern science can do was given this 
week at the Academy of Medicine, when, in 
the presence of 100 physicians and surgeons, 
a girl of 20, wha two months ago, was be- 
Heved to be an inourable deaf mute, sang a 
solo and later answered questions asked her 
by doctors in the audience. 

She is one of four pupils of Dr. Marage, and 
exhibits in her accomplishments the good 
effects of his new sytem of training deaf 
mutes to hear and to speak. He uses in his 
practice a so-called ‘“ vowel siren,” an in- 
strument commonly used by Paris professors 
of acoustics to amplify the volume of the 
human voice. 

According to Dr. Marage, cases of absolute 
deafness are exceedingly rare. By the use of 
the vowel-siren he says the rudimentary 
faculty of his patients is rapidly developed, 
and at the same time they learn to imitate 
sounds, and thus become able to speak. 

„Whatever his degree of deafness, said 
Dr. Marage, the deaf mute is susceptible 
of movement if he can repeat what he hears.

SWEDEN STRIVES - 
TO KEEP ITS MEN. 


Employers of Labor Air 
by Steady Exodus of Work- 
ers to United States. 


WAGES LOW; LIVING HIGH 


House Rent in Stockholm Greater 
than in Any. Other City 
in Europe. 


LFOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TRIBUNE. } 

STOCKHOLM, 'Sweden, Oct. 17.—As @ con- 
sequence of the constant and undiminished 
emigration which yearly takes from Sweden 
thousands of her most able bodied young 
mémand women, the scarcity of labor, farm 
hands in particular, is making itself felt to 
an alarming. degree. Indeed, how to make 
people stay at home has grown to be a prob- 
lem of vital importance, and as a beginning 
of its solution the government is investigat- 
ing the causes of emigration. The aim is 
twofold—to prevent people from leaving the 
country, and to induce to return as many as 
possible of those that have emigrated. The 
show of success, in either case, is ro doubt 
small, so long as labor conditions in Amer- 
ica continue so favorable. The main reason 
why people emigrate is, after all, their de- 
sire to better their circumstances, and dur- 
ing periode of prosperity the laborer, dr 
workingman, receives larger reward for hia 
toil and is incomparably better off in Amer- 
ica than in Sweden. 

At present owners of large farms in the 
province of Skone are having trouble with 
their help. It now is the common conten- 
tion whether employers shall have the right 
to make agreements with the employés in- 


,dividually, or be obliged to treat with the 


unions. Strikes are on in several places and 
the situation is the more serious, as it is 
now the harvesting time here; besides, more 
than the usual number of men are required, 
as the work has to be done by hand on ac- 
count of the condition of the crop, violent 
rain storms having beaten it to the ground, 
making it impossible to use machines in — 
vesting. An ugly phase ot the conflic

It called forth such a burst of indignation 
from all sides that the scheme was aban- 
doned, though in the meantime some of the 
farmers had thought it safest to dispose of 
all their cows. Laborers are now being im- 
ported from Galicia and Poland. 


Wages the Workmen Want. 

As it might be of interest, I will quote some 
of the terme insisted on by the laborers: 
From March to October, ten hours’ work a 
day at 67 cents to those living in the em- 
ployers’ houses; others 73 cents a day. From 
November to February, eight hours’ work a 
day at 84 cents with lodging; 58 cents with- 
out. For overtime until 8 p. m., regular pay 
plus 36 per cent extra; after 8 p. m. and 
Sundays, regular pay plus 75 per cent extra. 
The laborers to board themselves; milk, cere- 
ale, potatoes, etc., to be furnished them at 
prevailing prices. Every laborer to be in- 
sured by the employer against death by ac- 
cident for the amount of $270; to recéive, 
when incapacitated for work, 27 cents a day. 
All misunderstandings to be submitted to a 
board of arbitration for adjustment. The 
employer may make individual agreements 
as to wages with laborers under 18 or more 
1 60 years of age. 

In making comparisons 3 wages in 
Amerioa and here it should be taken into ac- 
count that the purchasing power of a dollar 
is about 50 per cent more here, so that 67 
cents is equivalent to $1 in America. But at 
that the difference in the wages paid in the 
respective countries is big enough, without 
further cause, to tempt people to emigrate 
from here. With Killed workingmen the 
difference in wages received is still more 
marked. Carpenters, for instance, are get- 
ting 12 cents am hour, in purchasing power 
equivalent to 18 cents, against 60 cents an 


one-third. 


House Rents Soar. 

House rents are comparatively high, even 
in the smaller towns. In Stockholm, it is 
said, they are higher than in any other place 
in Burope. An apartment consisting of three 
rooms and kischen commands a rent of 6200 
and upwards a year. This, of course, is out 
of the reach of a workingman with an in- 
come of $350 a year. A single room and 
kitchen at 666-70 is, as a rule, the best he 
can afford. 

As will be understood from the foregoing, 
working people here have to live on à lower 
plane than they do in America; but, owing 
to the large emigration, there is plenty of 
work for those that stay at home. No one 
needa to go idle or to suffer for want of the 
necessities of life, and any misery, such as 
is seen in many places of England, for in- 
stance, is altogether unknown here. 

th the progress of electrical science the 
large amount of energy contained in our 
numerous waterfalis is being utilized more 
and more for lighting, industrial, and trans- 
portation purposes. The government in- 
tends, in time, to run all ite railroad trains 
by electricity generated by water power, 
which will mean a great saving, as most of 
the coal now used for the purpose is im- 
ported at great cost, the country itself pro- 
ducing but little coal of inferior quality. 

The tenets of social democracy have gained 
a strong hold among the young workingmen 
during the last ten or fifteen years. Though 
many of their theories of government are 
visionary. and impractical, the activity they 
show in combating the drink evil is at least 
commendable and full of promises for the 
future. 


Object to Military System. 


The influence of the social democrats on 
the public opinion, more than anything else, 
presented a bloody issue of the crisis between 
«Norway and Sweden in 1905. Their agitation 
against compulsory military. service has, 
however, brought many of the into trouble 
with the authorities. Since the said service 
has been extended so as to approach what is 
exacted in Germany, it has become onerous, 
and, as a good many in the military age 
emigrate, it may well be counted among the 
causes of emigration, 

One main objection to our military system 
is the great power the officers have to III 
treat, abuse, and harass any subordinate 
who happens to arouse their displeasure. 
The poor private is defenseless, and with- 
out redress. ‘While instances of brutal acts 
against the men are of rare occurrence, the 
possibility ig always there. and our high 
spirited youths chafe under ft, 

The old time class distinctions have yield- 
ed to the more liberal ideas of modern times. 
The horny handed toiler is more respected 
than he used to be. But yet a kind of outward 
show of humility and doffing of cap is ex- 
pected of the man in the humbler walks of 
life by his more prosperous fellow Christian. 
Only the other day a letter carrier was in- 
sulted, set upon, and rapped on the head by 
a wholesale merchant for not taking off 
his cap when entering the latter's office to 
deliver mail. The mail carrier was after- 
ward reprimanded by his superintendent, 
who held that, while the postal regulations 
did not specifically bid the mail carrier to 
take off his cap when entering a place, yet 
it wag plainly his duty to do so, as one of 
the es gave the carriers permission to 
salute in military fashion, with caps on, 
when outdoors, from which it was to be in- 
ferred that the cap should come off indoors.

MAKES RUBIES WITH RADIUM 


Bordas Also Transforms Corun- 
dums Into Other Jewels. 


GEMS STAND EVERY TEST. 


So Little Radium in the World the Find 
Is of No Commercial Value. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. | 

PARIS, Noy. 2.—In a further statement 
made today Prof. Frederic Bordas, one of the 
foremost savante of France, confirmed the 
announcement of his discovery of a method of 
transforming ordinary corundums, or oxide 
aluminium crystais, into rubies, emeralds, 
sapphires, and topases by the use of radium. 

The discovery has created a profound in- 
terest not only in scientinc but in commer- 
cial circles as well, for, coming from so high 
a source, it was believed that revolution was 
imminent in the trade of precious stones. 

Prof. Bordas said today that while the gems 
he created were identical with those existing 
in nature, the discovery had no commercia: 
value owing to the rarity of radium. 

“The world’s etock of radium now weighs 
two centigrams,” he seid. “ Half of this 
is owned by Mme. Curie. To obtain 4 topaz, 
for example, it is necessary to submit a 
corundum for six weeks to the influence of a 
milligram of redium. You see, not enough 
gems could be made in the course of a year 
to affect the market in the slightest.” 


Values Gems at $100 to $150 a Carat. 

The fact remains that the same jeweler who 
sold Prof. Bordas the original corundums, 
valued at about 50 cents a carat, has ap- 

praised several of the transformed jewels at 
$100 and even at $150 a carat. Some of them 
are exceedingly beautiful in brilliancy and 
color. 

Prof. Bordas was led to make the dis- 
covery through investigating the effects of 
radium on mineral color in glass tubes—phe- 
nomena of nature which have long been a 
matter of research by the Curies, Dr. Berthe- 
lot, and other scientists. 

Prof. Bordas decided to experiment with 
the hardest crystalline substances, and se- 
lected for the purposes of economy the cheap- 
est form of corundums. These are silicates 
of aluminium and magnesia, comprising be- 
sides the ordinary corundum of oxide alu- 
minium, rubies, sapphires, etc., whose color 
is determined by various mineral oxdes. 

Under the influence of a molecular bom- 
bardment produced by the emanations of 
bromure of radium the corundums underwent 


a remarkable change. The hitherto white 
crystal became to all appearances a topaz 
blue corundum became an emerald, a green 
pink one became a ruby, and a violet crystal a 
sapphire. By graduating the radio-active 
emanations the professor even secured a 
mixed gem, half sapphire and half topas. 


Jewels Like Natural Ones. 

When he submitted the newly created gems 
to the expert lapidary from whom he had 
purchased the original. crystals the latter 
declared that he had increased the value 200 
or 800 per cent and that it was impossible to 
distinguish the gems from natura! ones.

Municipal Ownership Ordinance Clause 
to Be Abolished if Commerce Associa- 
tion’s Plan Is Adopted. 


Resolutions urging thé mayor and oity 
council to expunge the municipal ownership 
clause of the Chicago Postal Pneumatic Tube 
company’s ordinance were adopted yesterday 
by the Chicago Association of Commerce. 

The Pneumatic Tube company operates the 
tube system of mall deliveries between the 
main postoffice and other stations, principally 
the stockyards. The postal department de- 
sires the extension of the tubes nine miles 
immediately and more in the future. The 
company has declined to make this extension, 
pleading inability to finance the undertaking 
on account of the provision in ite franchise 
that upon expiration of, the grant the plant 
and tubes shall become the property of the 
city, free of all incumbrances. 

The ordinance was passed by the city coun- 
cil July 13, 1908, and was promptly accepted 
by the company. 

The matter was investigated by a commit- 
tee of the Association of Commerce, of which 
President D. R. Forgan wes chairman. On 
the basis of this committee’s report the as- 
sociation asks the council and the mayor to

Thousands of these posters, signed by Caf- 
tery. were posted last night on billboards, 
telephone poles, and sidewalks, and across 
the fronts of several downtown buikiings in 
the vicinity of Sanders’ headquarters oppo- 
site the St. Charles hotel. Friends of San- 
ders spent the forenoon ripping the posters 
off with knives. . 


Can't Afford to Fight. 

Sanders still maintains that he cannot, at 
this time, give Caffery persona! satistaction, 
however much he would like to. Holding one 
public office and being a candidate for an- 
other. he contends that he is not in a position 
to meet Caffery or any one else in mortal 
combat. 

Caffery, who was senator from 1898 to 1001. 
and Sandecs have been politically opposed 
for some time. Early in the present state 
campaign Caffery became an ardent sup- 
porter of Theodore 8. Wilkinson for governor 
against Sanders. He made his official en- 
trance into the campaign a week ago at Don- 
aldsonville, where he took the stump for 
Wilkinson. 

Charges against the public record of San- 
ders ih this speech caused Sanders to reply 
in his Jeanerette speech last Tuesday. It 
was to these references that Caffery | took ex- 
ceptions. 

Cause of the Friction. 

Caffery, in his Donaldsonville Speech. 
charged: 

First, that in matters political the ad- 
ministration of the sheriff's office in St.

Interesting Trade Gossip on ’Change. 
A better inquiry for No. 2 red winter wheat 
from the east was reported yesterday, and 


early there was a fair demand for carlots 
in the local market. but near the close sev- 


| eral Of the leading buyers pulled out of the 


market and the close was easy. Prices were 
about steady relative to the futures. Out- 
side markets were slow and unchanged. 
South western markets reported an indiffer- 
ent demand. The demand was slow at Min- 
neapotis, with No. 1 northern about Dec 
ber price. Cash corn was unchanged to 
better, with the demand fair and offerings 
light. Receipts are falling off rapidly, ar- 
rivals being principally stuff that was started 
before the money situation became acute. 
The samé was true of oats. Trade east is 
being restricted by the same influences as 
west, but there are indications that eastern 
dealers soon will be In urgent need of sup- 
plies regardless of conditions, as 
everywhere are light. Local sales were 145,- 
000 bir wheat, 95,000 bu corn, and 85,000 bu 
oats. The seaboard reported sales of 480,000 
bu wheat and 40,000 bu corh for export. 

Corm husking reports from Nebraska, Iowa, 
and Lilinois are uniform, practically indicat- 
ing ttiat the new corn is unusually green 
and that hopes of an early movement of it 
will have to be dispelled. A Scranton (Ia.) 
grain dealer who waz here yesterday said 
that where usually he had purchased a large 
amount of new corn, this year he has not 
contracted for a pound, as the farmers have 
been unwilling to sell. No other dealers in 
that section had any bought, and little if any 
corn will be shipped out of Iowa until after 
the first of the year. Even then it is now 
believed that a large proportion of the crop 
wil. be of poor quality. Local houses sent 
out full bide Friday night and acceptances 
were exceedingly meager. Advices from this 
etate are of the same tenor as those from 
lowa. 

Love, Scotten-Snydacker, Barrett, and 
Bartlett-Frasler were the leading sellers of 
‘wheat: early yesterday, while Logan-Bryan 
jand Gillett were the heaviest sellers on the 
decline at the close, Early there was good 
buying by Shearson-Hammill, Rankin, Bar- 
rell, amd local bulls.

A fairly good businese was reported in 
export wheat sales after the close, the larger 
part of it having been worked on the late 
decline, but the total sales were small, com- 
pared to the big totals of a few days ago. 
Indications suggest that foreignere are not 
anxious to buy for the present at pre-ent 
prices, and the steady decline is evidently 
scaring some of the Europe holders who 
are trying to resell on this side, and in some 
cases are cancelling orders.

Cash wheat in this market, which was to 
have commanded a premium over the De- 
cember delivery, is seiling at its greatest die 
count on the crop, and the May premium is 
gradually widening to the greatest in years,’’ 
said J. F. Jackson of Wrenn & Co. The 
latter condition is of course due to the money 
situation, but it does not speak well for the 
phenomenal demand for our wheat which 
was said to exist by those who were supposed 
to know. As repeatedly stated of late, that 
the aggentine crop would be the predominat- 
ing factor, is now a reality. Foreign mar- 
‘kets Are reflecting the excellent progress of 
that crop and the cheaper offerings of It.“

to the existing monetary condition, although

MUNICIPAL JUDGES WANT IT. 


Fund of $807,000 for the Purpose Al- 
ready Is Available. 


Plans for an immense building for a central 
police station, a city jail, and the criminal 
branches of the Municipal court have been 
approved by the judges of that court. They 
were referred to Ald. Frank I. Bennett, chair- 
man of the council finance committee. 

The site proposed for the building is the 
property owned by the city which fronts 110 
feet in Madison street and 100 feet on the 
river. This ground is almost in the center of 
the districts inoluded from which Judge 
Olson declares 65 per cent of Chicago's 
crimes issues. The judges recommend thet 
adjoining property in Madison street be pur- 
chased and added to the site. It is suggested 
that the city will be able to use the Municipal 
court grant of $807,000 as part of the build- 
ing fund, since the Municipal court has 
proved self-supporting and the funds will be 
clear when. the fiscal year ends.

the proposed new building, and use the-old 
stations for emergency purposes. 

Small courts and stations will be estab- 
lished on the extreme north side at Lake 
View: on the west side at Fillmore street 
and Fortieth avenue; on the south side at 
Hyde Park and a few other places not de- 
cided upon. 

Rooms are to be provided in the new build- 
ing in which six judges will hear all the crimi- 
nal cases brought in from the central dis- 
triots. 

It is the intention that the city jail, which 
will form part of the building, shall be the 
best in the United States. Lach cell will be 
heated and a syetem of force draughts win 
be used to procure free air. 

Rules and regulations regarding the con- 
duct, of the prisoners, and the jail authorities 
will de drawn up by the municipal judgee 
in conjunction with the police. On the roof 
of the building the judges intend to establish 


a screened inclosure in which the prisoners | 


can take outdoor exercise. 

“The county jail has been declared a 
monstrosity by an eminent criminologist,” 
Judge Olson said yesterday. We want to 
build a jail in the United Statea, 


on a scientific and modern basis. It is not a 


move to be simply philanthropic, but to giva 
prisoners the chances of obtaining just treat- 
ment and decent sanitary care. Those old 
police stations are a disgrace to Chicago. 
We will have the jail so built and so regu- 
lated that there will be no such trouble as the 
county jail is having at present.“ 

Attached to the jail will be a hospital with 
a staff of physictans in charge of Health 
Commissioner W. A. Evans. Prisoners 
brought In who are suffering from the effects 
of carousals or diseases will not be permitted 
to be placed in cells unt cured.

That comes only with long and patient work 
together, and this, in the nature of things, 
the present organization cannot have had. 
he performance on Thursday was, there-

contributive of it. It was the work of four 


men who are proficient in the mastery of 


their respective instruments, but who 

not as yet balanced themselves one with the 
other. The tone of the first violin and of 
the cello so completely dominated the tonal 
mass that th@ impression received was more 
of a duet for these two instruments, with 
an occasional accompaniment by a second 
violin and viola, than of balanced quartet 
werk. It is to this shortcoming or excess 
that first attention should be paid; the ex- 
tremes should be modified to suit the center 
or the center increased to sult the extremes.

He is so angered by the 
substitute’s fooling that he is About to prick 
her with his sword, when the lady's brother, 
thinking it is she who is thus mistreated, 
draws hie blade on the suitor. The actors 
are Yamaoka and Yoshikawa. The ugliness 
of their faces becomes mobile as they fight. 
They are what our actors call muggers. Their 
grimaces are as violently expressive of rage 
and hatred, murderous hope and terrified 
dread, while they slash and thrust with their 
long swords, as the masks which Grecian 
actors wore to express greater frenzies of 
emotion than was possible to their bare vis- 
ages. As the combat proceeds Yamaoka 
slyly streaks hie naked arm with red to look 
like a cut, and the spectetors shiver. Soon 
Yoshikawa claps his hand full of crimson 
smear to his hip, and a murmur of horror 
runs through the house. Thus the antag- 
onists wound each other until both are blood 
led thoroughly. Then the lover gets a stab te 
the heart and writhes to death. 

Now comes Hanako’s demonstration of 
Japanese dramatic art in a suicide by hara- 
kiri; that is to say, and I must say it to be 
descriptive, though it may make you flinch 
as you read, she places the point of a big 
knife against her abdomen, slowly foroes it 
in among hef vitals, and very ‘lingeringly 
dies.

If the producer of a musical comedy can 
only hit upon some chorus effect which has 
not been used before he has found a winner. 

It does not have to be a chorus effect, either. 
In The Girl Behind the Counter,“ in which 
Lew Fields and Connie Ediss are appearing 
with more success than has been found by 
most of the musical shows that have been 
produced so far this season, the soda foun- 
tain in a department store is utilized for 
laugh making purposes. Lew Fields draws 
soda water to match a sample of ribbon 
which Connie Ediss brings in, and a calisaya 
jag which one of the characters in the piece 
accumulates at the pseudo soda fountain 
makes one of the hits sbi the musical comedy. 


Anna Laughlin, who is best remembered in 
Chicago because of her appearances in the 
extravaganzes which were produced by the 
Hamlin-Mitchell company at the Grand 
opera house, is now starring in The Top of 
the World.“ in which piece she plays an 
Eskimo, and has an Eskimo chorus. But 
the real novelty of the production is furnished 
by several dogs, which dance to the music of 
the orchestra. 

When the Shuberts had “ Babes in the 
Wood,“ in which that excellent actor, Junie 
McCree, was hardly able to pull the thing 
through to a success, the presence of Fred 
Walton, the pantomimist, was regarded as 
the one best novelty. 

All the managers constantly are in search 
of novelties which can be exploited in musi- 
cal shows. Sometimes these novelties are 
bought outright, and after being held in 
the possession of the manager for some time 
awaiting a favorable moment for production, 
are placed in some show which might not 
have been in the mind of the manager at the 
time he bought the novelty. 

In one of the Bewer musical shows a sub- 
way train of the type used in New York is 
employed in a song in which the singer, as- 
sisted by the chorus, tells about a love that 
sprang up in a subway express train. The 
train also has been used in other shows. It 
was in Lew Fields’ show. not long ago, and 
in modified form it has been used in other 
productions,

There was for a time a rage for Indian 
choruses and novelty songs. Cheyenne 
started the ball rolling and there was San 
Antonio’’ and many others to keep up the 
pace that Cheyenne set. But the Indian 
seems to have given place to the ranger 
and the cowboy.

Pass to the Show. 


Al sorts of schemes are worked by jheater- 
goers to avold that always troublesome in- 
terview with the bloated octopus that holds 
forth behind the bars ot the box office win- 
cow. To get into a theater for nothing 
represents a perfect dream of bliss to most 
of those who never are happy except when 
gazing across the footlights, and the means 
they adopt to get in are varied and number- 
less. Even those who can afford to pay 
* their tickets would much rather go in 

e if they get a chance. They seem to 
hold the-idea that theater managers are 
robbers, and that the only way to get even 
with them is to see their shows without 
paving for the privilege. 

To the average woman the desire to get 
hold of theater passes amounts almost to 
a mania, and theater managers have tried 
for years to understand why this is so. The 
nearest they can come to it is that getting 


in free appeals to a woman's sense of a 


bargain. For the same reason that women 
will pull each other’s hair at a department 
store bargain counter they will count it 
joy of the unalloyed variety to get into a 
theater on passes. And ih this there is a 
hint for the young man who has been havy- 
ing trouble with his sweetheart. Let him 
call her up some afternoon and tell her that 
a theatrical friend of his has given him a 
couple of passes for the evening perform- 
ance. Will she go? Well, the managers 
say the young man is safe in buying his 
tickets before he telephones. 

There are hundreds of dealers in Chicago 
who make a business of trafficking in theater 
passes. These men follow the billposters 
and lithographers as they go about the city, 
and whenever a lithograph is put in a window 
or a sheet of paper pasted on a board attached 
to some private building they enter at once 
into negotiations with the owner of the build- 
ing or window in an effort to get their fingers 
on the passes that they know were given in 
exchange for the privilege of putting up the 
bills or lithographs.. When they get these 
passes they take them to a downtown theater 
ticket broker's office or among the disap- 
pointed throngs that often aré turned away 
from the doors of the theaters, and there they 
are sold for the fanciest of prices. 


—~~o- 


It is comparatively easy to gain possession 
of a theater pass. The managers are so afraid 
of offending somebody that almost any claim 
at all will meet with recognition. Their the- 
ory is that the stage hand of today may be the 
manager and producer of tomorrow or tha: 
the police reporter this season may de the 
dramatic critjc the next, and for that reason 
they do not gare to run the risk of getting a 
reputation for closeness. 
The theaters carry on a practice they call 
“sniping.” This consists of sending bil!- 
posters out with a lot of lithographs with 
orders to paste them up on fences, vacant 
buildings, bowlders, or whatever presents a 
surface of sufficient extent tocarry them. If 
anybody raises a howl they are supposed to 
silence him with a free pass or two, and this 
scheme works all right except that it gives 
the billposters a first class chance to do a 
little business on their own hook. A8 snip- 
ing makes free lances of them, as far as 
following any sort of a system is ahmed 
they are privileged to give out passes to 
whom they please. Some billposters are said 
to earn $15 a week and own automobiles. 

—— 
Herbert Duce, manager of the Garrick, says 
it is necessary to keep the closest watch on 
the passes that are turned in every night. 
“Theater goers sometimes resort to the 
most desperate schemeg to get into the houses 
on passes, said he. Not long ago a woman 
wrote to me asking for a pass to see Eddie 
Foy when he should have come to town. She 
based ker claim for a pass on the ground 
that she had known Foy when he was a 
young man. Of course I had to tell her that 
on a similar basis of pass distribution there

An era of retrenchment has set in. 
From all over the country come reports 
that railroads are laying off men, pro- 
jected building operations for factory ex- 
tensions are abandoned, overtime has 
stopped. The strike of 100,000 railway 
employés in England may hurt business 
in this country. Inability to get currency 
will force on ‘many well-to-do people the 
practice of economy. Out of all these 
troubles emerges one consolation: the 
price of provisions has begun to fall. 

During a period of rampant prosperity 
the capitalist reaps a harvest. Men who 
work by the day or whose occupations 
are such that they can combine in trade 
unions and force wages to correspond to 
their employers’ profits are able to live 
well and yet save money if they are so 
disposed. The sufferer in times of high 
prices is the man on a salary. Wages go 
up but salaries stay down. The man 
whose yearly income is the same as it was 


much less when measured in terms of 
commodities it will purchase. Unless 
signs are wrong the salaried man is to 
have his turn now. 

The country is prosperous. There is 
enough work and enough food for every 
one, but prices haye been on an artificial 
basis and values must be readjusted. The 
price of butter and potatoes has fallen, 
and if the announcement of reduced prices 
for meat was premature, the reduction 
cannot be long delayed. The wages of the 
man who works by the day may fall, but 
will have the same purchasing power, 
while the man who was on a comfortable 
salary five years ago and has found him- 
self actually poor lately will be comfort- 
able once more. 

Another group of persons who will 
profit by the financial pinch is composed 
of those who are in receipt of a fixed in- 
come from sound investments.. These per- 
sons, for the most part widows and 
orphans, have been sufferers long enough 
from the prosperity of others. En- 
dowed institutions of an educational or 
charitable nature have had the same 4diffi- 
culty, a falling rate of interest and an 
advance in prices for all material. Now 
interest rates have advanced and prices 
have begun to fall, producing the same. 
effect upon the budget of such institu- 
tions that a sudden increase of endow- 
ment would have. 

The sky seems to a few speculators to 
be full of clouds, but to a vastly larger 
number of people the clouds give prom- 
ise of showers of blessings. 


A TALE OF TWO TRUSTS. 

There are exciting times in Kentucky 
over the tobacco industry. The trust of 
the buyers and the trust of the sellers are 
in conflict. The result is a lining un of 
forces, often under compulsion, which. is 
‘making the situation look serious. In the 
background is the political campaign, one 
candidate for governor of the state being 
declared to be backed by the tobacco 
trust. 

The methods of the trust of the buyers 
are not unlike those of other similar com- 
binations. It is the trust of the sellers 


that Ia interesting, because that is formed 


by the agricultural portion of the com- 


onistic to trust operations. It is the re 
by the last general assembly giving the 


farmers the right to poo] their crops of 
whatever description in order better. to 


} protect themselves against combinations 


of capital. 7 

Many of the growers have joined tor 
gether to form a tobacco pool in order to 
secure higher prices for the crop of 1907 
and the considerable portion of that of 
1906 as yet unsold. The American So- 
ciety of Equity” and the Dark To- 
bacco Growers’ association” are asserting 
their power. The success of the pool is 
largely dependent upon unity of action, 
and where growers refuse to join the 
scheme coercion is being attempted. 

In one instance a grower was com- 
pelled to take his tobacco back to his 
farm after bringing it in for sale. In 
another a recalcitrant individual had his 
tobacco barn burned. The lawless ele- 
ment have organized companies of “ night 
riders,“ who have been visiting growers in 
regular Kuklux style with threatenings of 
disaster unless the pool was joined. The 
law is represented by a proclamation of 
the governor of the commonwealth offer- 
ing a reward of $500 for the apprehen- 
sion of the “night riders.” Although 
these individuals are visiting communities 
in companies 200 strong no one is in 
much danger of being apprehended owing 
to the popular fear which attends such 
performances, 

Another method of fighting the trust is 
that of nonproduction. The National To- 
bacco Growers’ association has voted not 
to raise tobacco of a certain quality in 
1908. There will be no loss because of 
this, it is asserted, for the surplus for 
1906 and 1907 yet unsold will bring good 
enough prices to make up for the short- 
age in production due to a year of in- 
activity of tobacco growers in more than 
thirty counties in Kentucky and in the 
scattered localities of Ohio and Indiana. 

The situation in Kentucky is an inter- 
esting one when its various entanglements 
are considered. But by no means least 
interesting is the willingness of the grow- 
ers to use all sorts of methods to force 


the trust of the tobacco sellers may com- 
pel the trust of the tobacco buyers to pay 
better prices for the product around which 
the fight centers.

ANOTHER EXHIBITION FOR CHICAGO. 
In deciding that the national exhibitiou 
of sculpture should be held this year in 
Baltimore the committee of fifteen ap- 
pointed to take action indulged in some 
sorrowful reflections as to the attitude of 
the New York public. Other cities, in- 
cluding Chicago, bad expressed a desire 
to have the exhibition, but Baltimore was 
first in the field and was therefore eon- 
sidered entitled to the preference. So far 
as New York is concerned} it was pointed 
out that the last @xhibition was a finan- 
cial failure, and that the inability to se- 
cure a proper place of display, save at an 
enormous expense, did not justify the cag 
mittee in running further risks. 
We have to look to the provinces Ne 
enthusiasm,” sorrowfully says a New York 


‘sculptor.. He means by this that the pub- 
lic is indifferent to such exhibitions, and | 


he adds that “in this city the art seems 
to be associated with the carving of mortu- 
ary monuments and death masks.“ So it 
would appear that even if New York did 
furnish a building sufficient for the pur- 
poses of a national display there is every 
indication that the local public would 
réfuse to patronize it and that, as hereto- 
fore, the society would be confronted by a 
deficit. This does not speak flatteringly 
for a city that would regard itself the 
head center of everything in the American 
art world. 

In Chicago the suggestion has been al- 
ready made to the directors of the Art 
institute to provide in connection with 
that building a hall so designed as to be 
adapted to several uses and especially 
with an eye to the proper exhibition of 
sculpture, Thus sculpture would be added 
to the great expositions which are annual- 
ly held in this city and further weight 
would be given to the tribute which New 
York so mournfully pays to the “ prov- 
inces.“ As to the Chicago public, there 
is little doubt that it would respond read- 
ily to the attractions of such an exposi- 
tion, partly, perhaps, because of the local 
pride that citizens take in making the city 
the center of national projects and partly 
becauge of local interest in all significant 
and noteworthy undertakings. 

It is true also that Chicago’s geo- 
graphical location and the thousands of 
visitors that flock to the city would add 
materially in assuring the success of the 
enterprise. Speaking broadly, it is one 
more field of exposition for Chicago to 
cultivate and one more step toward build- 
ing up the city in an art as well as a 
commercial sense. New York frankly ad-

ARON GEORGE WASHINGTON, who 

according to letters from Vienna; is 

now on his way to the United States 

with the baroness (by birth Countess 

Welsersheimd) to pay his first visit 
to this country, isithe last surviving repre- 
sentative of the German branch of the his- 
toric house of Washington, which branch 
will become extinct at his death, since he 
has no children. Besides the Washington 
blood in his veins, he has that of the reign- 
ing house of Oldenburg. For his father, the 
late Baron Maximilian Washington, who 
spent many years at the grand-duca! court 
of Oldenburg as the governor and mentor 
of Duke Elimar, eventually contracted a 
morganatic marriage with his pupil’s half- 
sister, Duchess Frederica of Oldenburg, s's- 
ter of Queen Amelia of Greece, and aunt 
of the now reigning grand duke. After their 
marriage they settled at Pols in Austria, 
near Graz, and both became imbued with 
such an amount of enthusiasm for every- 
thing American that they gave the name 
of George to their only son, who is a man 
of about 80 years of age, and a cavalry offi- 
cer on the retired list of the Austrian army. 
He traces his descent from the: same north 
of England family from which George 
Washington, the first president of the United 
States, was descended, and bears the same 
arms, namely, the shield with the three stars 
and two stripes, which was the origin of the 
present flag of the United States. 

The American Washingtons, as every one 
knows, are descended from that John Wash- 
ington who, being concerned in an attempt 
to overthrow Oliver Cromwell and to restore 
the old Stuart dynasty, was obliged to flee 
across the Atlantic to join other royalist 
exiles in Virginia. He was the great- 
grandfather of George Washington, the first 
president of the United States. Baron Wash- 


ington is-@escended from Henry Washing-. 


ton, who was a younger brother of John 
Washington, and whose son, after dis- 
tinguishing himself at the battle of Wor- 
cester, and at the storming of Bristol, under 
Prince Rupert, settled in Bavaria, where, 
while retaining his Protestant faith, he be- 
came an officer In the Bavarian army anda 
Bavarian citizen. . The grandfather of the 
present Baron Washington was a dis- 
tinguished general in the Bavarian service 
and chief of the military household of Ba- 
varia's first king, receiving the Bavarian 
title of baron for his services. His son, the 
late Baron Maximilian, transferred his al- 
legiance from the crown of Bavaria to that 
of \Austria, and died about five years ago, 
full of years and honors, as a member of 
the Austrian house of lords and as a me 
councillor of the 3 


Emperor William’s ne new secretary of state 
for foreign affairs, Herr von Schon, is, like 
the chancellor, Prince Bülow, a millionaire. 
His father was a great manutactirer of 
woolens. at Worms, while his mother is the 
daughter of one of the heiresses of the Hes- 
sian house of Heyl von Herrnshoffen, who 
may be said to possess the monopoly of the 
patent leather trade of the world. He is in 
high favor with the emperor and enjoys 
in a marked degree the good will and friend- 
ship of the empress and her sons. He made 
their acquaintance at Berchtesgaden, where 
he ow#s a villa, and where the empress spent 
some time with her children a few years ago 
while recovering from an illness. He be- 
came at their request their constant escort 
in their daily walks, and being a man of 
most agreeable manners and appearance, 
with plenty of amusing and entertaining con- 
versation, he soon became a great favorite, 
and in this manner wes brought more espe- 
clally under the ey® of the emperor, who 
also developed much liking for him and 
frequently invited him to accompany him 
on his summer holiday cruises on board the 
Hohenzollern along the coast of Norway. 

With all that he has some decided opin- 
ions of his own, and when first secretary and 
counselor of the German embassy at Paris 
insisted upon resigning, rather than identify 
himself with the policy of his chief, the 
late Prince Munster. The latter, who was 
at the time old, made a number of mis- 
takes, notably. in connection with the Drey- 
fus affair, and being obstinate and reluctant 
to admit that age had dimmed his facul- 
ties and that he was no longer able to keep 
abreast of the situation, constantly differed 
with his first secretary until the position 
became intolerable. 


> 

It was while at Paris that Herr von Schon 
had occasion to show his mettle as a man of 
presence of mind and pluck. It may be re- 
membered that the state funeral of old Mar- 
shal MacMahon was followed by some popu- 
lar disturbances in Paris, the mob getting 
out of hand and defying the police. Many 
of those who had taken part in the cere- 
mony were unable at its close to find their 
carriages and were forced to make their 
way home on foot. Among them was Herr 
von Schon, in the striking uniform of an offi- 
cer of German dragoons. Making his vo 
on. foot across the Place des Invalides, 
was soon surrounded by a hostile crowd — 
hoodlums yelling, ‘Down with the Prus- 
sian! Death to the Prussian! ’’ at the same 


time hooting and hissing him. Von Schon 


was quite alone, having become separated 
from his friends. He never turned a hair, 
sauntered along without hastening his step 
in the slightest degree, but carried himself 
in a manner that prevented any one from 
actually jostling him, In fact, it was his 
cool and courageous bearing that saved him 
from any actual injury until he reuched the 
portals of the German embassy, where, for- 
tunately, a large body of police was assem- 
bled. It must be remembered that just then 
the Dreyfus scandal had aroused the indig- 
nation of the masses in Paris against every- 
thing German to the utmost, and, reckless 
of the consequences of their behavior, they 
might easily have precipitated their country 
into a war with Germany by subjecting Herr 
von Schon to bodily harm had they not been 
deterred by his cool indifference to dan- 
ger. 

Von Schon speaks English perfectly and 
possesses, in spite of his bourgeols origin, an 
extensive knowledge of court life, acquired 
as master of the household to King Ed- 
ward’s sailer brother, the late Duke Al- 
fred of Coburg. It was a post requiring the 
exercise of the utmost tact, owing to the 
prejudices against the duke in Germany on 
account of his English birth and education, 
and likewise by reason of the difficulty of 
reconciling the pro-English views of the duke 
with the German ideas of his nephew, the 
kaiser, at Berlin. 


eo j 
It was through the empress that Herr von 
Schon was restored to diplomacy as Getman 
envoy at Copenhagen, where he contributed 
in no small measure to bring about a much 
friendlier feeling between the courts of Em- 
peror William and of Denmark, and where 


he acquired the favor both of the dowager™ 


empress of Russia and of Queen Alexandra: 
The friendship of the widowed czarina was 
of much use to him when subsequently trans- 
ferred as ambassador to St. Petersburg, 
where his former intimacy with Baron Iswol- 
ski, the minister. of foreign affairs, who had 
been his Russian colleague in the Danish 
capital, was of considerable advantage both 
to himself and to his mission. 

I hear that he is to accompany the kalser 
and the kaiserin to Windsor a fortnight 
hence, instead of Prince Bülow. The latter 
has been so™persistently attacked by the 
press in England for some years past that 
his welcome, at any rate on the part of 
the public, would at the best be a cold one; 
whereas Herr von Schon, as the former mas- 
ter of the household to the duke of Edin- 
burgh and of Coburg, and as enjoying the 
friendship of Queen Alexandra, is certain to 
be cordially received. 


. 

Herr von Schon is married to a charming 
Belgian. woman, a daughter of that Baron 
von Groote who for so many years repre- 
sented King Leopold in Japan. Diplomats 
differ as to Herr von Schon’s qualities of 
statesmanship. But it cannot be denied that 
he is a cle courtier, a thorough mam of 
the world, and that he is possessed of pluck, 
tact; and of persuasive powers of speech 
which are likely. to serve him, the chancellor, 
and above all the emperor, particularly well 
in the reichstag. 

Let me adé thet Herr von Schon has al- 
ready secured the consent of the kaiser to 
a radical reorganization of the department 
of foreign affairs, which is to be subdivided 
in future according to geographical spheres. 
The task which Von Schon has undertaken 
is a most difficult one, for he has to satisfy

THE POWER OF OF PRAYER. 
BY HENRY V. COPE. 


just, cruel, 


And as he prayed the fashion of his countenance 
was altered. —Luke, IX., 29. 

AS prayer any power? Does it pro- 
duce any results? How can my weak 
petition or even my tears change the 
course of nature? The philosopher 
will always ask such questions. Men 

may have no ready answers and yet, in days 
of heartache, of emptiness of life, of great 
sorrow and need, they will pray again, and 
find refreshing in their praying. 

He whose teachings have led the footsteps 
of humanity into the paths of peace, whom 
we all acknowledge as supreme in the moral 
and spiritual realms, taught us how to pray 
and himself as a man set us the example of 
prayer one has accused him of hypoc- 
riey; but everywhere, in every creed and in 
none, we join in the prayer he taught us. 

There is a seeming contradiction about this 
whole matter of prayer. Men always have 
prayed; they pray in every religion; honest, 
open eyed men of business and affairs, free 
from delusions or superstition, pray today. 
Yet we know full well that natural laws can- 
not be changed, that though all men should 
pray that this night never might fall dark- 
ness would set in just the same. 

There are even more serious difficulties 
about prayer than the natural ones. Can 
we conceive that a great Father, infinitely 
wise and good, waits for his children to pe- 
tition him to take care of them, waits for 
us to pester him into doing good? If it were 
0 would not the act of prayer be gaining an 
immoral advantage over those who might 
lack either time, knowledge, or disposition 
to pray? 

Power in prayer even has come to mean the 
ability to persuade the Almighty to do uh- 
and wicked things, to win him 
as an ally in an unworthy cause, to secure 
for ourselves the immense advantage in the 
world’s business and competition of having 
Omnipotence move crops and control mighty 
affairs for our profit. 

So long as men think of prayer only as 
petition they will fall into such errors. The 
keynote to all prayer is the word the Great 
Teacher set at the beginning of the prayer 
he taught. It is, Father. It would be a 
strange child who never spoke to his father 
save to ask for bread or for his signature on 
a check, Prayer is not prayer so long as it 
fs only an order for a bill of goods. 

The power of prayer is not the power fo 
secure earthly benefits at heavenly discounts; 
it is the powergo bring the thoughts and the 
will, the whole life, over into the atmosphere 
of things eternal and spiritual. The effect 
of prayer is seen, not in things obtained, but 
in transformations effected in the character 
that breathes the air of heaven. 

Men ays become like the things of which 
they Fun most. When prayer is the out- 
going of the thoughts in aspiration, in con- 
templation of that which is high and noble, a 
reaching after that which surpasses the fiesh 
and the present, a recognition of things in- 
finite and diyine, its efficacy is seen in the 
outer life. 

The power of prayer is not in bringing 
heaven down, Wut in lifting man up. It be- 
comes a Jacob's ladder on which the soul 
ascepds to heaven Instead of lying prostrate 
at its feet. It serves to remind us, when 
we would be engrossed with the things that 
are but temporal, that there are things eter- 
nal. It is the inner life breathing and eat- 
ing. 

Prayer ip the directing of the life toward 
what is best; it is the cherishing of every 
high thought and glowing vision. it is like 
the correspondence we maintain with a dear 
friend, not because we would obtain favors 
from that friend, but because our hearts are 
hungry for friendship. So is the heart of 
man hungry for that which lies beyond bricks 
and business, for that which age cannot 
wither and death cannot affect. 

If we live only for the bread that perishes 
and for the things that are seen, how soon 
we become of these things, the heart turns 
to clay, and the heavenly light dies from 
the eyes. But to live toward the ideal, to 
seek the truth, to recognize and reach after 
the world greater than that of things, this is 
to pray and thus to be changed by the power 
of prayer into the glory of a greater life.

Germany's press is just at present in the 
throes of a discussion as to the wisdom of 
according a full meed of publicity to scan- 
dals such as those involved by the sult for 
criminal libel brought by Gen. Count Kuno 
Moltke, former governnor of Berlin and 
aid-de-camp of the emperor, against Maxi- 
milian Harden, the editor of the Zukunft. 
That the people at large have been not only 
disgusted but weg ee by the de- 
tails which have a red in Teuton print 
is apparent from the trend of journalistic 
comment, which in Germany, as well as 
here, reflects popular sentiment. 

Quick to note the latter and to perceive 
that a reaction has set in against what has 
been so graphically described in this coun- 


try as muck raking, even the German news- 


papers which showed, the least reticence in 
‘furnishing to their readers unexpurgated re- 
ports of the evidence, are now busy in de- 
nunciation of the judge for having abstained 
from trying the suit in camera, intimating 
that the scandal was one which a magis- 
trate with a greater amount of tact and ex- 
perience would have found means of sup- 
pressing quietly, and. without offending the 
popular sense of morality. 


. — 
Of course, the conditions in the United 
States are different from those in the old 
world. For, whereas on this side of the 
Atlantic the principle of equality is deeply 
rooted in the breast of every American cit!- 
zen, and is perhaps the first notion that the 
newly arrived immigrant imbibes after 
landing on these shores, in Europe, despite 
the spread of democracy and the phenom- 
enal progress of gocialism, much of the o}d 
time submissiveness and reverence on the 
part of the masses for the classes remains. 
It takes the form of a readiness and of 
an anxiety on the part of the people of the 
middie and lower grades of society to follow 
blindly in the lead of those whom they re- 
gard as their superiors in rank not alone 
in dress, manner, and speech but even in 
conduct. To such an extent is this the case 
that the most eminent criminologists of the 
old world, the scientist as well as those ex- 
ercising magisterial and judicial authority, 
are practically unanimous in their opinion 
that any publicity accorded to the misdeeds 
of a person of rank and position affects in- 
juriously the moral tone of the masses and 
becomes not only a cause but also an in- 
citement to crime. 


— 

N is on the strength of these arguments 
that distinguished lawyers, officials intrust- 
ed with the administration of justice, and 
even the royal and imperial arbiters of so- 
clety abroad combine in an endeavor to 
hush up crime to an extent of which the 
people in this country have but little con- 
ception. Means are usually found of giving 
the offenders their deserts, but public moral- 
ity is protected by the avoidance of undue 
publicity in the case. 

In England, for instance, the crown prose- 
cutor, the functionary who, Uke the district 
attorney in America, is virtually charged 
with the duty, of determining what cases 
shall be prosecuted on behalf of the people, 
has been for years an Irish peer—namely;: 
Lord Desart, whose brother and heir is a 
home ruler, and whose daughter, Lady Sybil, 
is married to W. Bayard Cutting Jr. of New 
York. It depends mainly upon him whether 
a criminal of high degree is or is not brought 
to public trial. 

In a numiber of instances, both during the 
tenure of office of Lord Desart as well as 
under the long régime of his universally 
respected predecessor, the late Sir Augustus 
Stephenson, no proceedings for prosecution 
have been instituted until the offender was 
well beyond the reach of the authorities, and 
this practice has even been carried to such 
a point that in some notable cases the 
police have actually warned criminals, es- 
pecially where Offenses against morality 
were coneerned, that warrants had been 
issued for their arrest, which would be held 
back twenty-four hours in order to enable 
them to get out of the country. 

Many cases of this kind could be cited. 


But it is only fair to add that in acting 


thus Lord art, as well as the other 
magisterial and police officials concerned, 
are prompted entirely and solely by con- 
siderations of public weal and morality, and 
that not even the most bitter opponents of 
the system have ever imputed to any of 
them dishonesty, corruption, or even family 
considerations in the matter.

It is only now and again thet the general 
public becomes aware of the degree to which 
the practice of hushing up crime ie carried 
on abroad, owing to indiscretion or violation 
of contract in connection with some particu- 
lar case. Thus, a few years ago London so- 
ciety was startled by the news of the arrest 
of one of its most eminent and fashionable 
women’s physicians on the charge of forgery. 
During the proceedings which followed the 
fact was brought to light that Dr. Collins, 
who was at one time connected in a med- 
ical capacity with the Royal Horse Guards, 
had forged the signature of a fellow officer 
and of a member of parliament—namely: 
Capt. Selwyn—toa promissory note for $8,000. 
On the forgery being discovered and 
brought home to him he had made a written 
confession thereof to the captain and to tha 
three friends whom the latter had consulted 
in the matter—namely: Lord Walsingham, 
high steward of the University of Cambridge;

Please the Public.

Another type of “mush” ballad is one 
Which tells a story of broken vows or un- 
requited love, wherein the lover-villain prom- 
ises to come back and wed ‘the belle of the 
Village, but ultimately meets his affinity in 
the city and takes her to the altar—the 
church, be it understood, being in close 
enough proximity to the jilted maiden to 
enable her distinctly to hear the sad story 
the bells are tolling. 

The “mush” ballad held the boards for 
— — even now one occasionally crops 

p and becomes the fad. It was succeeded by 
the coon "’ song—not the rough house shout 
of the last few years, but what is known in 
the business as a “high class coon song,” 
one jn which the lover wooed his dusky sweet- 
heart from the hear} of a jungle or an ever- 
glade. This theme, however, was worked 
so arduously by the versesmiths that a pub- 
Usher noWadays will not recognize a ditty 
employing any suggestion of Zulu or jungle, 
as such songs are a drug on the music market. 

Along about the time of the high class coon 
songs also came the patriotic march song, 
wherein the blue and the gray occupied a 
conspicuous line in either the chorus or one 
of the two conventional verses. 

Then we were surfeited with the “ animal ” 
song. It made no difference how neture had 
planned that each animal should occupy a 
social sphere entirely its own; the mere sug- 
gestion of an animal song was enough to in- 
sure a ready advance sale. A chimpanzee 
could vow undying fidelity to am/elephant 
or a zebra pony with as much impunity as he 
could mate with one of his own species. 

Then the rough coon shout had its vogue. 


how reminiscent the tune. this sort of song 
was in favor if it contained a title which 
Was supposed to be a dogmatic motto or gave 
to an eager, grasping public a new and nove) 
slang phrase. 

— 


An era of Indian songs then was inaug- 
urated. The Indian intermezzos which swept 
the country were not written as songs, but 
some enterprising music publisher, seeing big 
money in the novelty of an Indian inter- 
mezzo set to lilting verges. employed a song 
writing M. D. to set words to the melody. 
The venture proved so profitable that almost 
every intermezzo, march, or two-step pub- 
lished also has been put out as a song In 
fact, it now has become the custom to print 
the song simultaneously with the musical 
number proper. 

The Indian intermezzo started something, 
like all new ideas do in the music publishing 
business. It started the tunemakers search- 
ing for novelty titles; the music did not neces- 
sarily have to be apropos to the title. 

This brought us down to the epoch of Irish 
two-steps and intermezzos, likewise accom- 
panied by lyrical settings. And we got a lot 
of them, too, only a few of which, however, 
ever became immensely popular. 

Then came the march song, revised and 
brought up to date, These were all of one 
class—the hero went to war and met his 
death on the battlefield. If the song didn’t 
explain that the lover had been killed, it 
was one of the class of march songs told in 
the first person. 

The public eventually grew tired of the 
War march ballad: 
thing different, and the cowboy song was 
heralded in. The first cowboy number 
brought in its wake an avalanche of fol- 
lowups,”’ but it might be noted that the 
originators of the first wild and woolly cow- 
boy number were the only writers who ever 
made much more than the song writer's 
delight.“ coffee and sinkers, out of this par- 
ticular style of popular song. 

But cowboy songs ¢ould not hold the public 
favor foréver; although they are still today 
greatly in demand, and the march ballad 
made its appearance—an admixture of 
pathos, sentiment, frivolity, and genuine 
nonsense. 

This was followed closely by the novelty 
ballad, a song the words of which could tell 
any story it liked, so long as the maiden was 
not “ killed off in the second verse, but the 
music had to be regulation tempo. This was 
accompanied by the march novelty ballad. 

— 


Then came a hue and cry from the pub- 
lishers for novelty songs—in most instances 
the more foolish and inconsistent the words 
the better—something different. This brought 
out the Irish-Indian, cowboy-squaw, coon- 
Indian, and other equally grotesque and Ir- 
relevant combinations, until at last we got 
the Dago song., which right now seems to 
be the coming article in nomadic song.. 

This fall, however, we have had high class 
‘mush ballads—songs of pure love senti- 
ment—to offset the tedium of routine sério- 


comics, Italian, and cowboy. and later on in 


the winter we may expect campaign ditties. 
possibly a revival of jungle and Zulu. Spanish 
and Mexican creations. and mush ™ ballads, 
interspersed here and there with winter waltz 
efforts to help along what is sald to be the 
most prosperous season the music publish- 
ing fraternity ever has enjoyed, despite the 
fact that mushroom publishers are 
springing up every day all over the country 
to battle with the older and recognized 


houses. 


Smoke in New York 
Vaudeville Houses. 


The vaudeville houses of Chicago excel 
those of New York in at least one respect. 
They do not permit smoking except in rooms 
set aside for that purpose. In the Victoria 
and New York theaters, both regarded as 
among the best vaudeville houses of the 
metropolis, the patrons are allowed to smoke 
during the performances. This results in 
a house so full of blue tinged air that the 
actors are compelled to devote more time 
to clearing their throats than they do to 
their acting, and also in a lot of offended 
patrons who never would have bought tick- 
ets to the show had they known that every- 
body back of the baldhead row would be 
compelled to look at a dense fog rather than 
a theatrical performance. 

The idea of allowing theater patrons to 
smoke originated in Europe, and was first 
introduced into this country about ten years 
ago by the managers of the old Koster & 
Bial theater in New York. Since then other 
managers have debated the advisability of 
the scheme, and all have voted against it 
except Oscar Hammerstein and the Klaw 
& Erlanger management in New York. 

Charles Kohl of the Kohl & Castle firm 18 
strongly opposed to smoking in theaters, 
as is George W. Lederer, western representa- 
tive of Klaw & Erlanger. Both of these men 
believe that nothing except the tendency 
to ape the European idea of cosmopolitanism 
led the New York managers to permit smok- 
ing in their houses. 

“The smoking idea goes to ghow that the 
New York theater. goer is a "blasé sort of 
an individual compared to the entertain- 
ment seekers of Chicago, said Mr. Lederer. 
“If we permitted smoking the vaude- 
ville houses of Chicago the patrons would 
forsake us by the hundreds, and what were 
left probably would call ouj the fire de- 
partment to put an end to the nuisance. 
A cigar is all right in its place, but Chicago 
is not yet willing to adopt the European 
idea that one of its places is the theater.”

He talks like a leading 
man and speaks at length. He looks like the 
headliner of a dime museum. But don’t 
judge him too quickly. Take your time— 
ther: are four acts. Aside from his rich vo- 
cabuiary The Man Monkey is the possessor 
of a job lot of gold mines left him by his 
father, who evidently wanted to do some- 
thing to square himself. The map of thexe 
tuines is tattooed on M2Imoth's arm and the 
villuin’s love of geography almost causes 
The Man Monkey to lose his map at one 
critical point in the play. 

— 

Just to show what he can do The Man 
Monkey starts in by snatching Lucy from 
the jaws of a mad dog in the wings. Then 
he turns his attention to Sir Beverly Bren- 
ton, who has made up his mind that Lucy’s 
course of true love for Harry Waring, an 
American civil enginéer, must be blocked. 
Sir Beverly declar3s himself in on the game 
and Salome, the only and original Egyptian 
adventuress, is there to see that there is 
enough trouble to stock a grand opera. 

When Salome distracts attention from tha 
main issue by telling Sir Beverly she wil! 
make him look like a second hand target if 
he gives Lucy the star part, The Man Mon- 
key tries to straighten out his business by 
telling a monkey collector that his tattoo 
marks are as good as a gold mine. The 
dear old professor admits that this may be 
true, but he informs his tattooed friend that 
the papers which determine the ownership 
of the mines are hidden in the interior of 
his prize monkey. ‘ 

Now, there's a deep plot for you! And 
watch Bir Beverly go to it! He and his 
assistant villain call on the prof3ssor as 
soon as Lucy has taken Meimoth for a walk 
along the Nile, and when they get through 
with him the plot has thickened with a mur- 
der. Melmoth comes back just in time to 
be charged with the c-r-rime, but whan Sir 
Beverly adds insult to choking by trying to 
kiss Lucy, all the jungle in The Man Monkey 
is aroused and, seizing a club, he starts Sir 
Beverly in the twenty-three class. 

— 

Woll, things go from bad to worse with 
Melmoth and Lucy, until in the next act 
you find them in the heart of an African jun- 


pense. They are leading the simple Hfe in 
twin tres. When Melmoth comes out to get 
the morning paper or something, Sir Beverly 
bangs away, and down goes The Man Mon- 
key. But as soon as the wicked viliain starts 
to cut off the map arm Melmoth is him- 
self again, and hopping up he wallops Sir 
Beverly and the assistant villain all over the 
jungle. Salome comes to the rescue, how- 
ever, and Melmoth and Lucy are ti3d to 
their twin trees. 

Failing to make The Man Monkey give up 
his secret, Sir Beverly is about to set fire to 
him—think of that!—when the Egyptian sol- 
diers arrive and you breathe again. 

In the next act you find that Sir Beverly 
has followed Lucy-to the home of the Amer- 
ican consul in Cairo and given her dope— 
yes, dope! Goodness only knows what might 
have happened to poor, helpl3ss Lucy had 
not The Man Monkey dropped down through 
the chimney and ended Sir Beverly’s career 
of crime then and there. Saloms tries to 
put the job on Lucy’s civil engineer, but The 
Man Monkey breaks loose again in the last 
act and tells how it happened. That's all. 
There’s nothing more for The Man Monkey 
to do, and giving the happy lovers his gold 
mines he goes back to the jungle.

„ By Hall Caine. 

It often is suggested to me that I have 
found play writing,,to which I have devoted 
myself of late, more remunerative than the 
making of books. But this is not true. One 
of my books is of more value than three of 
my plays from the monetary standpoint. 
My books go to the ends of the earth, and 
have been translated into French, German, 
Dutch, Russian, Spanish, and many other 
sunguages, and this widens one's circulation 
greatly, and gives one a far vaster public 
than any play can reach, even if it is running 
in many towns at once. 


— 

One hears much of the fabulous sums the 
play writers are making today. But I do 
not think this statement ever comes from 
the play writers themselves. It is a conclu- 
sion which the public jumps to when they see 
the long queue at the doors of the pit and gal- 
lery and the box office besieged all day. But 
am such statements must be taken with a 
grain of salt, and certainly, for myself, I 
must repeat that my books are a much great- 


| er asset to me than my plays. Nevertheless, 


I Uke to write plays, because they reach and 
touch a public which even books, with as 
wide a distribution as mine have, don't reach 
At the same time the appreciative reader who 
looks for the characterization and the fine 
points in a Work of fiction will think that a 
play founded upon a novel spoils the concep- 
tion left by the book if the book has been fead 
previously. a 

The stage necessarily is conventional, and, 
just as pictures often spoil imaginative sur- 
roundings and characteristics which a reader 
weaves for himself around the characters of 
a book, so does the necessarily crude and 
r scrappy representation of a character—in a 
play confined to three acts, the action of 
which must be boiled down into the space of 
three hours—make a play founded upon a 
novel unsatisfactory, compared. with the 
novel itself. 

Nevertheless, I like to write plays, because 
with their broad effects and concentration on 
the most vivid incidents of the novel they im- 
press certain minds with greater force than 
the more careful, psychological development 
of the novel itself. 

— 


I do not often go to see one of my own plays. 
When I have aftended the rehearsals and ap- 
proved of the general conduct of the piece I 
have had enough of it, and to me it is not a 
pleasure to see the characters which have be- 
longed wholly to the realm of my imagina- 
tion depicted in actual flesh and blood, for 
the best actor never can realize an ideal, al- 
though I have been eminently well served in 
this respect. One thing, however, I do like is 
to take a peep at the audience. 

I must admit it is a pleasure to me to see, 
either at the Lyceum or at Covent Garden, 
where The Prodigal Son had so successful 
a run last winter, the faces all turned towards 
the stage. The public has been kind to me 
in the matter of my books, and they have 
gone the world round, but it is difficult to vis- 
ualize one’s reading public, although you 
know that it exists. 

But the audience in the theater actually is 
before one’s eyes, and one can see for oneself 
the effect of tragedy or humor or pathos, and 
that is a pleasure I occasionally indulge in for 
five minutes, but in the play itself, except for 
its influence upon the audience, I have no fur- 
ther interest. 

— 


I write slowly, whether making plays or 
books. The plot of each of my books has 
generally been years forming itself in my 
mind, and the book which the public sees to- 
day probably had its beginning in my own 
mind years ago. But I do not begin to 
write until the whole thing has mapped itself 
out in my mind. I never dictate, but write 
every word with my own hand, and IF do not 
remember ever to have written more than 
1,500 words in the course of a day. More- 
over, I have destroyed at least twice as much 
manuscript as I ever have published, and all 
my books have been written twice and some 
of them three times before they have seen 
the light. I spare no pains which can add 
a touch of verisimilitude to my incidents and 
characters.

One of the perplexing problems that con- 
front the vaudeville manager is to know 
what to do with his regular list. Within 
the last few years the vaudeville houses have 
grown so in popularity that hundreds of 
their patrons have formed the habit of re- 


in advance. Then. for some reason or other, 
these patrons are not always able to be in 
their seats, and the vaudeville house is in the 
anomalous position of being sold out and fet 
having dozens of vacant seats on its hands. 

At the Majestic there is a regular list 
of nearly 400, This list includes those pa- 
trons who engage their seats for the entire 
season in advance. Usually they ask to have 
one or more seats put aside for them each 
week, paying for them in advance, and then, 
if something happens to keep them away 
from the theater, the vaudeville stars must 
play to vacant seats while there is a clamor- 
ing line of would be patrons asking for ad- 
mission at the front door. 

This often results in a black eye for the 
house. If two or more friends approach the 
box office to buy seats and are told that only 
one seat remains unsold, one of them takes 
that seat and goes into the show. The next 
day he tells his disappointed friends that 
seats in the house were vacant all through 
the performance, and it is then that the 
vaudeville manager has a big job of explain- 
ing to do. If some genius will devise a 
scheme that will enable the managers to sell 
one seat twice, and fix things so that both 
purchasers may use it at the same time, he 
will win their everlasting gratitude.

Princeton Beats the Indians 
at New York by a Score 
of. 16 to 0. 


PLAYED ON MUDDY FIELD. 


Red Men Not So Speedy as in the 
Penn Game; Straight Foot- 
‘ball Counts. 


— 
New York, Nov. 2.—[Speelal. Princeton 
sprung the surprise of the season here today 
by defeating the Carlisle Indians, 16 to 0. 
Carlisle won the toss and kicked off. The 
slippery ground handicapped both teams and 
the game soon resolved itself into a kicking * 
match. 

The Indians did not negotiate one success- 
ful forward pass, a play so effective at Phila- 
.delphia. There was but one play with which 
they could gain any ground—a fake kick. At 
no time was the Tigers’ goal in danger. . 


Indian Line Weak. 


Carlisle's line was weak, McCormick fre- 
quently plunging through for big gains. Mc- 
Cormick's line bucking and interference were 
potent factors in the victory of his team. 
It was he who scored the first touchdown and 
it was his interference largely which made 
the second one possible. The first score fol- 
lowedya fumbled punt, which Princeton se- 
cured on the Indians’ twenty yard line. Suc- 
cessive line plunges finally carried the ball 
over. Harlan booted an easy goal. From 
that time on it was apparent to every one 
of the 20,000 spectators that the game was 
Princeton’s. Harlan a few moments later 
made this doubly sure by sending over a 
8 drop kick from the thirty-five yard 

ne. 

In the second half Dillon, whose general- 
ship, dash, and sure handling of punts showed 
brilliantly, Was taken out in order to save 
him for the Yale game. Capt. McCormick A 
was also removed under strong protest on 
his part. Tibbott, whose spectacular run of 
sixty-five yards through a broken field 
brought Princeton's final touchdown, also 
was sent to the aide lines. Tibbott’s run was 
the only feature of the last half, Princeton 
being apparently satisfied with a safe score. 


Trick Plays Prevented. 


The game was played in a drizzling rain, 
which made trick plays difficult. Princeton 
worked the on-side kick effectively several 
times. Straight football, however, was re- 
sponsible for most of its gains. There were 
several penalties for off-side plays and hold- 
ing, but the game was characterized by a 
noticeable lack of roughness.

Colored Man Wins in Eleventh 
Round at San Francisco. 


OUTCLASSES THE WHITE MAN 


„Denver Ed“ Martin Also Stops Ken- 
nedy in the Sixth Round. 


San Francisco, Cal., Nov. 2.—Jack Jéhnson/ 
the colored heavyweight, knocked out Jim 
Flynn at Colma this afternoon in the eleventh 
round. 

Time was called at 8:02, and they im- 
mediately went to close quarters and clinched. 
Johnson uppercut with his right to the stom- 
ach and Flynn drove the colored man to the 
ropes with right and left short arm jolts to 
the body. Just before the first round ended 
Johnson elosed Flynn's left eye with a pow- 
erful left to that member.

Johnson Begins in Third.

He butted the colored man unintentionally 
and quickly shook his adversary's hand. 
Johnson jarred his man with two 
right hooks to the jaw as the round neared 
its close. Flynn took a brace and landed 
left and right on the face. Johnson, how- 
ever, had a big lead. 

Johnson sent Flynn to the floor by the 
whole weight of his body in the eighth and 
was jeered by the crowd. Wrestling and 
clinching characterized the ninth round. 
Flynn was almost out when the beil rang. 

In the tenth round Fiynn rushed in, but 
Johnson sent him away with a succession of 
right and left shortarm swings to the face. 
Flynn in a clinch butted Johnson victously 
with his head and was warned by the ref- 
eree, Johnson fought carefully and coolly, 
and it was his round by a wide margin.

REVIVAL OF THE FEVER. 


Futurities Prove of More Inter- 
est to Horsemen than the 
Big Stake Fixtures.

There is no doubt colt training is to be the 
Great fad in the horse business during 1903, 
and from the present outlook the habit will 
become a permanent one among owners and 
trainers. | 
Something like a dozen years ago the colt 
fever had a great run, but after it had pro- 
ceeded to the extent that a $5,000 stake for 
yearling trotterg was contested at one of the 
Western trac e panic of 1993 came along 
and put such a crimp in the breeding game— 
- Which is largely a fad that may be safely in- 
Gulged in only by people of means and the dis- 
. Position to relax their clutch on the currency 
. without much caring where the monex goes 
to—that colt trots went out of fashion. When 
there was talk a few years ago of reviving 
the practice; the old argument that a lot of 
youngsters were ruined by training, was 
brought forward, but with the increase in the 
number of breeding farms the colts accumu- 
lated rapidly and for the last five years they 
have been trained so generally and with such 
success that now the big events of the season 
are the colt stakes. ' 


Interest in Futurities. 


The futurities at Lexington this year were 
ef more interest to the general public than 
the Transtyvania and all the other fixtures 
for aged horsés, and it was commented upon 
by one observant person that every one of 

the private cars on the Lexington sidetracks 
during the trotting meeting was the property 
of a man interested in colt trotting. When 
Gen. Watts put the record for 8 year old 
‘trotters down to 2:06%, Trampfast reduced 
that for 2 year old trotters in a race to 2:12. 
and Helen Hale chalked up 2:13 for 2 year 
old fillies in a race the fever spread, and the 
Way the blue blooded weanlings and year- 
lings in the bluegrass region were disposed of 
at high figures was a revelation even to the 
Kentuckians, who can stand high prices for 
trotting colts as well hs any people in the 
world.

_ » Big Trainers Handle Colts. 

All the big trainers are handling colts, 
these days. Out in Nebraska, where he has 
a track of his own, A. L. Thomas, who doesn't 
have to take lessons from anybody when it 
comes to fitting coits, is giving a big bunch 
of youngsters their first lessons in the speed 
line, and every trainer has from one to a 
dozen baby trotters in hand. Some of them 
already have shown a lot of speed and as 
the entries to stakes for 1908 are on a gen- 
erous scale every colt named in one or more 
of those events is being “searched” by its 
trainer to see if it will be worth going on with 

im the spring. 

On present form the best thing in the way 
of a 2 year old trotter around Chicago is a 
filly called Pretty Polly, a daugkter of On- 
dale, owned here and trained by Dean.

amounted to much since he died. 

One other 2 year old trotter of 1907 deserving 
mention is The Leading Lady. Shé won her 
early engagements with such ease, trotting 
in 2:10½ as if that rate of speed was merely 
exercise, that the big Futurity for her age 
was awarded to the daughter of Bingen in ad- 
vance. But on race day she was sick, un- 
steady, and finally fell behind the distance 
flag. Up to that day she looked to be easily 
the best of her age among trotters, but 
whether, if in the best of health, she would 
have been able to beat a cquple of 2:12 trot- 
ters like Dorothy Axworthy and Trampfaat 
ig questionable.

breeding of the trotter has reached a stage 
where any intelligent man interested in such 
matters is willing to take a chance on finding 
some speed if only the horse he is asked to 
train has breeding and individuality.. A case 
in point ie the stallion Zion Chimes, owned by 
D. G. Brown of Chicago, which took a record 
of 2:22% at Galesburg the other day. Zion 
Chimes was taken as a weanling to a farm 
near Waukegan, III., having been bought on 
account of his pedigree and his good looks, 
he being by Chimes and out of a Mambrino 
King mare. 5 6 

Never Asked for Fast Work. 

Not a thing in the way ot asking him to 
trot fast was ne, and the colt grew to 
maturity wi t having been trained a day 
or even . — the ordinary amount ot road 
driving. The present owner, who believes in 
pedigree when there fs a good looking and 
Well made horse connected with it, bought 
Zion Chimes last year, had him trained light- 
ly, and found he was a 2:30 trotter right away. 
This season he was shaped upto take a stand- 
ard mark only, being intended for stud use, 
and 2:22% is the result. A few years ago 
when Zion Chimes. was a 2 year old the 
Chimes-Mambrino King cross was the sen- 
sation of the day, and had Zion Chimes fallen 
into the hands of a man who believed in colt 
training he undoubtedly would have been a 
fast 2 and 3 year old. But being bought 
by one who did no training he never knew 
what it was to step a four minute gait until 
he wag a fully developed horse, and yet the 
trot was there on tap. 


J. c. MILAM HAS GOOD SEASON. 


Turfman Earns $25,727 with String 
Composed for Most Part of Crip- 
pPles and Castoffs, | 


Cincinnati, O., Nov. 2.—[Special.J—J. C. 
Milam, at the head of winning owners at La- 
tonia, has made the most remarkable cam- 
paign of the season, considering he has not 
had a high class horse in his stable and a ma- 
jority of the winners he has sent to the post 
began the year either as cripples or castoffs 
from other stables. 

Milam has won mere than fifty races and 
been in the money about 150 times with his 
horses, and his stable has earned in purses 
alone the snug sum of $25,727. He has raced 
out of Kentucky only at New Orleans and 
Hot Springs and he tarried a short tithe only 
at these places. Having no jockey Milam has 
had to face the odds of being forced to put 
up with the best rider he could get from other 
stables, and as a result his winners of the 
year have been riden by no less than fourteen 
different riders.

SILER’S COMMENT. 


‘ON THE GLOVEMEN 


Victory of Attel Oter Weeks 
Another Evidence of the 
Champion's Prowess. 


TO TITLE-CLOUDY. 


Hugo Kelly’s Return Likely to 
Settle Who Is Best of the 
Middleweights.

Freddie Weeks’ championship aspirations 
were decisively quashed by Abe Attel at 
Los Angeles on Tuesday night. Those who 
had never seen Freddie put up his props 
knew he was going against a buzzsaw, but 
his Colorado friends could see nothing but a 
victory, and that by the knockout route, for 
their champion. There is no doubt Freddie 
showed extra strong hitting abilities in some 
of his battles and also in his training quar- 
ters, but slamming out easy marks and 
bursting punching bags do not win cham- 
pionships. 

The Coloradans thought when Attel tried 
to shylock their boy out of a few ounces 
of flesh by demanding he weigh in with his 
fighting togs that the little Jew did not fancy 
Weeks’ game and they made an ado about 
it. Of course it added interest to the con- 
test, but now that it is over the impression 
is abroad that Attel’s demand was made for 
advertising purposes. Those who were led 
to believe that the champion feared Freddie 
at 122 pounds stripped should bear in mind 
that Attel repeatedly has signified his will- 
ingness to fight the best lightweights in the 
country at 183 pounds. And he did not bar 
Joe Gans, either, ridiculous thought it might 
seem. He has been compelled to give weight, 
and plenty of it, to classier fighters than 
Weeks. 

According to accounts the ‘only chance 
Freddie ever had of beating the champion 
was before time was called for the initial 
round, after which he did not have a look-in, 
Reports of the battle, if such it can be 
termed, say Attel had his. opponent going 
in the first round and could have finished 
him in that session had he cared to. Pre- 
sumably he thought that would have been 
too sudden an ending for a championship 
affair, so he dallied with Freddie until the 
fourth round, in which Weeks’ seconds, see- 
ing they were handling a forlorn hope, hu- 
manely tossed up the sponge in token of de- 
feat. 

When Weeks weathered through the first 
round, and when, later, he answered the call 
of the fourth, his seconds thought he was 
not only there to stay but by forcing the 
fight might land one of his much talked 
of knockout wallops and bring home the 
coonskins. Therefore they sicked him on 
and learned to their sorrow that Attel was 
the boy who possessed the punch and had 
the ability to land it. Directly Freddie came 
within distance he measyred his length on 
the canvas—then came a few more upsets for 
the aspirant, and then the sponge. 

Undoubtedly Freddie is a good boy in his 
class, but that is so far removed from At- 
tel's grade of ability it cannot be found 
with a microscope. Furthermore, he never 
will buy a home for his folks fighting a boy 
like the champion. 

Now that Abe has sent Weeks to the barn, 
who have we that can take his measure at 


122 pounds? The pugilistic market at that 


weight is depleted, so Abey, to keep the 
wolves from his door, will be compelled to 
fight out of his class. There are a number of 
good boys who can fight at from 126 to 130, 
and a number of 133 pounders who Attel 
can mingle with and will have to to keep 
his hand in. The fight he now is after is the 
winner of the coming Packey McFarland- 
“Kid” Herman contest, but I question if 
either of them, at least the winner, will care 
to bother with bim. 


— 

The return of Hugo Kelly from Italy will 
enliven matters in the middleweight division 
and prospects appear .good for a champion- 
ship fight in that class. Kelly, for reasons 
best known to himself, claims the middle- 
weight championship title, but is no more 
entitled to it than are others in the same 
class and that despite the fact he is one of 
the best, if not the best, in it. That, how- 
ever, is not much to boast of, as good mid- 
dleweights are as scarce as first class 122 
pounders. . 

The best middles before the public at pres- 
ent, with Tommy Ryan retired, are Kelly, 
Billy Papke, Joe Thomas, Young” Ketch- 
ell, and Jack (“ Twin) Sullivan, who still 
claims he can make the weight. Tony Ca- 
pont, although defeated by Kelly, also is 
entitled to a hearing. 

The man Hugo is after is Papke, whom he 
challenged to fight at 154 pounds, weigh in 
at 3 o’clock, and which Billy accepted. The 
latter stopped Cy Flynn in three rounds at 
Brazil, Ind., om Wednesday night, and is 
matched to box Pat O'Keefe, who claims 
the middleweight championship of England, 
and, win or lose with O'Keefe, he will take 
on Caponi. Although Papke is the man 
Kelly preferred in his challenge to all mid- 
dleweights, he positively refused to match 
with him when Bill’s manager signified his 
willingness to do busines. Kelly’s manager 
said his man was out of condition and would 
be unable to fight for at least six weeks. That 
suited the Papke party and they offered to 
post a $500 forfeit to bind the match and 
make it winner take all. That also was 
turned down. 

In explanation of that Kelly’s manager, 
Silvie Ferretti, states that the Papke party 
rushed into his office when he was knee deep 
in business and that he arranged to meet 
them later in the day and talk shop. They 
failed to keep the appointment. The next 
day, however, he signed a set of articles 
which he understood were favorable to Papke 
and that now he is awaiting the return of 
Papke from Philadelphia to follow suit. In 
explaining his delay, Ferretti says he did not 
want to appear too anxious to match owing 
to Kelly’s trip abroad, as it necessitated at 
least six weeks to condition him for a fight, . 
and that he thought a month hence would be 
ample to close a match. The articles stipu- 
late the men weigh 154 pounds at 8 o'clock in 
the afternoon, and that the middleweight 
championship title will be the principal in- 
centive. 

Papke is a new comer in the field pugilis- 
tic, but during his short sojourn in it he 
has deported himself creditably. He makes 
no claim of downright science, but he has a 
faculty of disposing of men who are sup- 
posed to be thoroughly acquainted with the 
fine points of the game. Whatever he lacks 
in cleverness he more than balances in haré 
hitting, and hitting is what has made him a 
factor for the middleweight championship. 
Kelly may trim him to a frazzle, but Papke’s 
friends have money that says he can't. 

Challenges, unless backed up with money, 
are worthiess. It costs nothing to get them 
into print, and that is why so many 
fighters deal in them. It would be a good 
plan if all publications would ignore them 
unless accompanied by a substantial for- 
feit. 

—

ing qualifications of Pat O'Keefe, the Eng- 
lish middleweight champion, who Bill Papke 
is to meet at Philadelphia. He did not come 
to this country with a flourish of trumpets 
as did Bill Saures, so he may be better 
than the general run offoreigners. Accord- 
ing to reports he is built on rangy lines, but 
is clever and a hard hitter. Papke’s forte 
is to tear in and wallop away with both 
‘hands, so unless the English-Irishman can 
stand a bit of roughing he is apt to go under. 
His stablemates, Johnny Summers and Owen 
Moran, are good little men, but they are not 
his sponsors.

Long Reliability Test of the Lo- 
cal Club Attracts a Fine 
Field of Cars. 


Show season is on inp earn the “ inde-

and the contest committee can count enough 
more to make thirty-two almost a certainty, 
with the outlying districts yet to hear from. 
At the beginning of the week there were only

At $2.50 a half ounce for letters the peri- 
ment proved successful.

The rule is #0 close- 
ly adhered to that it is only the inevitable 
exception that proves it. The old book- 
keeper, grown gray and hopeless at his desk, 
is % cemmon that his condition no longer 
elicits any comment on the part of those 
who know. The young bookkeeper, begin- 
ning a life of business, invariably knows that 
he will be the noteworthy exception; he will 
not be found among the ranks of the failures 
when the final roll is called; he will break 
the bonds of the condition, rise above the 
handicaps which it imposes upon him, and 
win his way to the top—just as if he hadn't 
started in by being a bookkeeper.

Thinks Himself an Exception. 

He knows all this, just as the young sure to 
be writer know that he is going to give the 
lie to the croakers who tell him that only 
one writer in ten thousand is successful; just 
as the young actress knows that she is going 
to win her way upward from the chorus or 
@ thinking part; just as everybody with the 
hope and buoyancy of youth in their hearts 
and the inexperience of the young in their 
minds know that they are going to succeed 
and be different from the vast,. vast throng 
that doesn’t. 

The fulfillment of his confident expéctations 
is something quite different from the scheme 
which he ingenuously lays out for his future.

Reality Destroys the Dream. 

This is the way that the reality all too often 
destroys the dream which has been dreamed: 

The average bookkeeper begins work at §12 
a week. This is because he begins as a clerk 
or assistant; for the average worker in this 
line does not come to his desk a full fledged 
worker. E\ven if he can show the most or- 
nate and impressive of diplomas testifying 
to his graduation from the most exclusive of 
our business colleges, he isn’t an experienced 
man until he has had some experience, and 
he doesn't draw the complete man's pay. 
When he is a competent bookkeeper, which 
may be anywhere from six months to three 
years from the time he starts, his pay will 
run from $14 to §25 a week. The lower fig- 
ure perhaps is the minimum paid in this 
work; the higher figure is the price of a star. 
Nineteen dollars a week is about as near 
the average as one may strike; but this is 
for well trained, competent men, not for be- 
ginners or bookkeepers of the hit and miss 
variety. If a man earns more than this 
he may be reckoned as the noteworthy ex- 
ception; he is a star, and while it may be 
maintained that there are many stars, the 
total number of bookkeepers is so large that

speed or to the prominence that a man in an- 
other position of similar importance might 
have. His work, while full of responsibility 
and room for the exercise of ability, is me- 
chanical at ite best. In few of its phases 
does it call for the exercise of any great 
mitlatlve, energy, aggressiveness or any of 
the other qualities commonly deemed impor- 
tant to the man of business. 

Even though the head may possess the 
qualifications of the successful man, lack of a 
necessity for their use results inevitably in a 
lack of their development and the conse- 
quence is that after a few years this partic- 
ular kind of official is rutted and stunted

Must Change His Business. 

Naturally with the position of head being 
one so mechanical and undeveloping, that 
of the common workman under him reselves 
itself into one of à little more than an in- 
telligent machine, but not much. To write 
a good hand, to foot and extend without 
making an error, to remember a certain num- 
ber of details incident to a set, undeviating 
routine, these are the prime requisites of the 
avérage bookkeeper. It isn’t developing, and 
it is depressing. The bookkeeper gets to a 
certain salary, the limit of his house, and he 
seeks a change. What's the use? He finds 
the same conditions elsewhere. He decides 
to do something else. 

„What can I do?” demands one bookkeeper 
of the writer.

Phone Order

and market is one of the most disas- 
trous methods of buying that now 
affiict the small tradesman in the 
cities. It is an evil in which the gro- 
cer sees 30 little compensation that his whole 
outlook on business is through blue glasses. 

In the first place, the person who stands at 
the telephone receiver at home to give the 
day's orders may not have been in the store 
for two or three days, or for a week even, 
She doesn't know what the grocer and the 
market man have on display. Some new 
vegetable, fruit, or confectionery may have 
been received, fresh and inviting.. In the 
icebox may be some choice cuts of meat, or. 
some plump fowls that would attract any 
housewife into at least an inquiry.

How to MaKe Machine.

One of these places is shown at [a], where 
A joins B, and the other at [e] where D fits 
into the bottom of . 

The boxes B and D have one end knooked 
out entirely and at the other end have a 
piece of the bottom taken out, which is as 
wide as the end of the box C, which will fit 
into it. These places are shown at [b] and 
Lo]. 

C of course has both ends knocked ont. By 
fixing the boxes in this way you can see 
that there will be a continuous passage from 
one to the other,

Put In Looking Glass. 
Open the cover of A and inside just over 
the hole into B flu a piece of looking glass 
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which you have had cut at the paint store to 
the right size and shape. The best way is to 
fit a piece of pasteboard in place, cutting ft 
to fit as you want it, and then take that to 
the shop and have the glass cut from itt. 

Fig. 2 shows how the glaeses G are fastened 
in place with brads or tacks (n). 

Another mirror goes in the corner of B 
below, and opposite the hole into C, fastened 
also with tacks.

Now Look Through Book. 

As to the baseboard, it may be fastened to 
the bottom box as in Fig. 1, or above the 
bottom box, as in Fig. 8. The latter way is 
the best, as it hides some of the machine 
that gives away the working of it, but it 
necessitates cutting a hole in the board for 
the bottom part to fit into.

After having taught successfully many 
years a severe illness left me a probable 
candidate for a wheeled chair. Hospital and 
other physicians told me that, at the longest. 
six months would find me permanently crip- 
pled. It was necessary for me to aid in the 
support of my mother and myself—the out- 
look was not cheering. 

I learned to use atypewriter. Stenography 
was out of the question, as my right hand had 
already become permanently disabled to such 
an extent that the rapid handling of a pen or 
pencil was impossible. Living in a university 
town, I began a thorough investigation of 
supply and demand as affecting copyists. I 
soon learned that there was scarcely a copy- 
ist who could transcribe accurately the 
technical manuscripts which formed the 
lecture notes used in the university class- 
rooms, the theses submitted by the candidates 
for the various degrees conferred by the um“ 
versity, or the articles submitted to the pub 
lications or societies. 

Securing technical magazines from the 
university library, I practiced until I could 
write accurately any material which was at 
all likely to be submitted for copying. Final- 


ly, I had a machine equipped to order carry- 


ing all the small Greek letters, such capitals 
as are not like the English, the accents for 
Greek, some mathematical symbols, accents 
for modern foreign languages, and other 
symbols which have been demanded. I now 
have four machines, no two of which have 
the same keyboard precisely, but three of 
which can be used for ordinary work, while 
by using them codperatively I can copy any 
manuscript which is likely to be submitted, 
In addition to the copying I haye frequent- 
ly prepared manuscripts for publication and 


assisted in proofreading. My equipment has 


been expensive in money, time, and strength; 
the ability to copy so many different sets of 
technicalities has come onty as the result of 
much study and a keen observation of new 
words and expressions, but I hope that the 
future will show a greater financial result 
than the past.

Not many of us know how 
to sew, said one of these girls, but the 
ones who do show us, and when we see how 
much cheaper they can make their waists 
and things we all get busy.“ 

There are only 190 girls accommodated 
in all three of these clubs. Even at this they 
are all self-supporting with different degrees 
of profit on the Investment under different 
conditions. Other homes have been started 
on the same plan, several of them lately, until 
the list including two homes which are partly 
school—but which take boarders who are ste- 
nographers, teachers, and from other pro- 
fessions—has reached seventeen:

That several of these have been built only 
lately and that all have not been put on a 
eelf-supporting plan, and on that ene 
can't make any more bids for inmates is 81 
by those interested as the reason that t 
places are as little known as if they were 
secret societies, 

It is an illustration of how little known 
some of these places are that the home at 
275 Indiana street has been there for twenty 
years. It was originally an endowed house, 
but a new board of managers, headed by Mrs. 
W. 8. Monroe, is making a thorough can- 
vass of Chicago for a new site in a better 
locality, with the things that the girls 
want,” as the president of the board puts it. 

I find that they want most of all separate 
or at least double rooms, and as near abso- 
jute freedom from restriction and rules as 
it is possible to give,” says Mrs. Monros. 
“What they do not want is something for 
nothing, and when we were obliged to raise 
the price of board from $2.25 to 38 lately, 
there was not a single objection. *I don't 
wonder that ett . have to ask more,’ said one

“ This and other things prove that the thing 
in demand is low priced board, without the 
least chance of attaching the charity idea 
to it. Over at one home which I have visited 
I found that the girls had assessed them- 
selves 25 cents a week extra so that ‘they 
wouldn't feel so pinched,’ as they expressed 
it. Thie is 4 home where they pay $3.25. It 
is absolutely self-supporting, but, of course, 
has to be run with the closest economy. 

The ideal way would be to make the new 
homes of the future pay, by making them as 
near as possible what the girls want and by 
advertising them. My idea would be to ad- 
vertise them all over, so that every girl in the 
country would know to what home she could 
come.“ 

„ „ 
Old Locality Too Dark. 

Quite the opposite of this, many of the 
seventeen homes found in the list are hard 
to find even in the directory. To the fright- 
ened girl stranger who would get off the 
North State street car at night and walk—or 
run—the few steps from the corner to the 
Indiana street home it is hard to distinguish 
it from the other rooming houses. If the 
screen door is closed or the light happens to 
be low she will hardly be able to see the 
number over the door. 

Frightened though she may be in her short 
trip from the car, however, she will get half 
way up the steps to see the pretty blue walls 
which distinguish the “home” from the 
surrounding houses. Ingide the great par- 
lors are among the most attractive of thoee 
in any such place, although it ise one of the 
oldest of its kind. There ig a big case of 
books and a piano, and the girls play in the 
evening or sit around in little groupe talking 
and reading. 

Other of these homes have attractive points 
that suggest cozy living for the girl witha 
tiny income. It's as jolly as going to 
boarding school,” said one girl inmate who 
as lately come to Chicago to take a course 
in shorthand.

ane Girls Have “Homey” Fare. 

At the Jane club the girls put up their own 
lunches. They have a homey bill of fare, 
with stewed fruit for breakfast, and if they 
don’t like the meat for au r they can have 
two éggs instead. They take care of their 
own rooms on Sunday and the board is $8.25 
a week and two in a room. 

At the Miriam home, which is the new Jew- 
ish home, there are pianos, pianolas, a li- 
brary, with loads of ferns about. There is a 
pleagant dining room and kitchen and a nice 
old colored mammy. If looks of things on 
the table and in the refrigerator count the 
“eats” are also good at this club. Prices, 
$2.50 to $4. 

If Bouton hall had 3 une 
boarding school it would attract many more 
would be residents than it has already. 
* Prices $3.50 to $5, one, two, and three in a 
room,” it would say; “every room with 
closet and each person has her own bureau. 
Rooms all light, good beds. Flowers and 
vines all around the fences and porches. 


Hach girl has her own latchkey; chain put us 


at 12. No age or salary limit.” 
The one bureau to each person has been 
rare instead of common in the homes that 


room and closet in each, is becoming a feature 
of the new working girls’ humes. 

The new T. W. C. A. at 825 Ashland boule- 
vard is a large three story house which will 
accommodate seventy to eighty girls. Each 
room has a large closet, with running water 
on each floor. There are four suites which 
have sitting room and bedroom and could 
accommodate five girls easily. 

House closes at 10. No latchkeys, except 
by special permission. Weekly prayer meet- 
ing. Home has long hall with fireplace. A 
large, charming dining room.“ This home 
was formerly on Center avenue, but now 
the prices average $5 a week. 

At the Model Lodging house at which, al- 
though generally thought a transient place, 
a girl may stay a year, if necessary. Can 
bring own food and make own coffee. Ta- 
bles for making it in the basement. Lodg- 
ings are 15 cents for the first night and 10 
cents for other nights, unless not able to 
pay. One dollar and a half for double rooms 
and $1 for single rooms. 

St. Francis’ home has ninety girls and Is 
a large three story brick building with light 
on all sides. The rooms are either single or 
double, and the prices are $8.50, $4.50, and 
$5 a week. This includes lunch either at 
home or taken with them. There is no self- 
government, and is Catholic. Everything ig 
under the charge of 52 3 superior, 


Ruth Club Has St 
At Mercy house the board is im $8.50 to 


$6 a week, and $4.50 for a single room. Four 
are ina room generally and eight ina dormi- 
tory. There are 200 in the house. 

The Ruth club is a small home with seven 
bedroome and sixteen girls. They are young 
girls and although all work they are just 
starting on small salaries. The matron her- 
self has children and the place ig “ homey ” 
and comfortable. Prices 52. 50 and §3, depend- 
ing on how much 4 girl makes. A girl who 
gets $5 a week pays $2.50 and one making 
$6 pays $3, the highest price. They take 
care of their own roome Sunday mornings 
and simply make their beds other mornings. 
This home has only been running since Janu- 
ary, and so far there has been ae struggle to 
make ends meet. 

Harris hall is a big double story house with 
every room light and each a Single room. 
Prices are $4.50 without lunch, and each 
girl carries her latchkey. The home is man- 
aged partly by the Methodist Missionary so- 
ciety, but girls in all vocations are taken 
as boarders. There are sixty girls and they 
eat at small tables in a beautifully neat 
Gaining room. 

Gertrude house ig on the codSperative plan 
and the home is in connection with the kin- 
Gergarten school. The Home of Volunteers 
used to charge §2 and §8 a week, but they 
have had to raise board to $8 and $4. It ic & 
reali home with no age limit, but full to.over- 
flowing. 

The new home which will replace the house 
at 275 Indiana street will combine the good 
points of many of these homes, if with the 
fund for building it can be carried out accord- 
ing to the ideas of those interested and now 
studying the house question. Az it isin 
all the seventeen homes which are open to the 
working girl only an average of 900 girls can 
be accommodated. In other words, there

„Woll, the People’s Gas investment paid 
me $5,000, and as I hed been advanced to an 
inspectorship, with a salary of $2,800 a 
year, I soon had aeurplus in the bank. Short- 
ly after I was promoted D. A. Pierce, presi- 
dent of the Hyde Park bank, advised me to 
put every cent I could get into linseed oll 
stocks. I had $4,000 at that time, and every 
cent of this went into oll, for which I paid 
$15 a share. That was before the Standard 
Oil company had control of the various lin- 
seed properties, and a year later, when the 
trust bought up the Hnseed concerns, my 
stock rose to $90 a share. With my combined 
ofl and gas profite I bought a lot at Fifty- 
‘fourth street and Jefferson avenue, paying 
$25,000, On this I built a flat building. paying 
for it by mortgaging the ground for $20,000. 
This mortgage still stands, making a total 
incumbranée on all my property of $34,000." 
Bince he bought his four pieces of real 
estate their value has greatly increased. His 
Monroe avenue home now is worth 630,000. 
and the flat building on the same street could 
not be bought for less. The Indiana avenue 
flat property hae gone up in value until it is 
worth, without the mortgage, $20,000 at the 
least, and the Jefferson avenue property, with 
its mortgage canceled, would sell for $40,000. 
In addition to these real estate holdings the 
inspector has $6,000 that he made out of 
Steel, giving him a total wealth, in his own 
estimate, of something over $100,000,

Needs His Salary as Policeman. 

„It that gives me the distinction of being 
the city’s richest policeman,” said the in- 
spector, “ why, I'm willing to bear the honor. 
I have been accused of owning a million 
dollare and of having flat buildings scattered 
all over the south side. But you may be 
sure that I would not be working as u po- 
Hoeman if I had a million and if anybody will 
locate those numerous flat buildings I will 
give them one as a present.“ 

Ot all the criticisms that ever were made 
of the inapector none hurt him so much as 
the charge, made a year ago by agents of the 
Hyde Park Protective association, that he 
compelled ‘civil service employés to do his 
own janitor and barn work. 

„ A a matter of fact, he said, “ there 
ig a janitor employed by the city to look after 
the sleeping roome for the officers on re- 
serve duty at the Hyde Park station. Ex- 
cept in case of strike or other police emer- 

ency, these quarters are not used and little 
work ig required to take care of them. The 
janitor, who is a hard working, honest man 
with a family, is paid $50 a month by the 
city. Unknown to me, he applied to the 
real estate agent who has charge of my 
buildings for a positiom as assistant janitor 
and was given the place with the understand- 
ing that he was to work at the flat bul:dings 
not more than three hours a day. In this 
way he was given an opportunity to earn $30 
a month more.

Yields to Civil Service Board. 
“Some one found out about this and 
promptly reported it to the civil} service com- 


ter service, because his work before, as now, 
was the best I ever had seen, and the Hyde 
Park Protective association hes had its ven- 
geance,” 

Nearly everybody in Hyde Park Im 
duiged in speculations over Inspector t's 
wealth. He has been reported so many times 
as having all the wey from 600000 to 
$1,000.00 that there was general surprise,

The 
inspector explains his activity by declaring 
that he needs the salary that goes with his 


position as inspector.

Fiat Buildings Are Luxuries, 
“If anybody thinks I was sekeing my old 
‘place merely as a vindication they are badly 
mistaken,” said he. Fiat buildings, as 
nearly anybody who owns them will tell you, 
are a luxury that cannot be maintained by a 
man unless he has a good job. Those flat 
buildings of mine have worried my enemies 
a good deal, but they have worried me a good 
deal more, of that you may be sure. A flat 
building is le an automobile or a steam 
yacht in that ft is expensive to keep up after 
you once get it.” 

If Hunt can muster only $100,000 as a result 
of his thirty years’ work he has failed to 
realize on his opportunities to ‘anywhere 
near the extent some New York policemen 
would have done in the same length of time. 
Last spring, when a New York City bill was 
being argued before the legislature of that 
state, it was shown that certain police offi- 
clals in New York were in league with gam- 
blers and criminals and that they were 
never molested as long as they continued to 
pay their tribute into the coffers of the in- 
spectors, Out of seven men holding this rank 
in New York flve were shown to live in elab- 
orate brown stone buildings, with automo- 
biles to carry them to and from their work 
and liveried servants to wait upon them in 
their homes.

Has Been Efficient Officer. 


In contrast to this no one ever has accused 
Inspector Hunt of failing to do his police 
duty. Even the Hyde Park Protective asso- 
clation, which continually is quarreling with 
the inspector, admits that he has no superior 
as a policeman and that criminals have 
learned to give his district a wide berth. The 
association, like Hunt's other enemies, is 
bothered only by the fact that he has wealth. 
This t look upon as unpardonable. 

“I ceftainly would be ashamed of myself 
if I didn’t have something to show for my 
thirty years of work,’’ said Hunt, “ Since I 
have been on the police force I have had 
many chances to invest money and most of 
these chances I was compelled to pass up for 
the lack of a little ready cash. If I could 
have bought all the land I wanted to when I 
first came to Hyde Park you would not see 
me on the police forcanow. I knew that real 
estate values would climb rapidly and that Is 
why my wife and I stuck to the old Hyde 
Park Building and Loan association.

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Clerks Hang Hats in Safe. 
By William Kelly. 


HE highest rent in the world is paid by. ; 
2 Chicago. merchant. There is a little 
jewelry shop in State street that has 

a frontage of eight feet, and for this, 

the proprietor of the place lets .go of . 
' $16,000 each year. This amounts to a rental 


of $2,000 per front foot, believed by real es- 


tate agents to be the highest figure paid any- 
where on earth. 

This high priced shop occupies a cubby 
hole on the grotnd floor of the Mentor build- 
ing, at State and Monroe streeta The front 
of the store measures slightly more than 
cight feet and it has a depth of twenty-five 
feet. L. L. Sachs, proprietor of theshop, ob- 
jectec to the payment of such a high rental 
on the ground that such a figure was higher, 
per front foot, than was paid anywhere else 
in the city. 

We have ceased to deal in foot measure- 
mente,” the agent replied. “ Everything 
goes by the inch hereafter.’’ 

This little shop of 8 by 26 feet has an area 
of only 200 square feet, and the rental value 
of $16,000 a year makes each square foot of 
floor space worth §80 a year. The portly 
customer who stands up in front of the 
show case and monopolizes about four 
square feet of space actually is standing 
upon about $820 worth of flooring, on the 
yearly basis, which is at the rate of almost 
a dollar a day. If he keeps his position for 
several minutes and goes out without buy- 
ing anything, the jeweler has lost money. 

Country people used to come to Chicago 
on purpose to see a certain barber shop that 
was paved with silvers,” the dollars really 
being set in the floor quite a distance apart. 
If the owner of this valuable bit of ground 


should put one year’s rental into silver pav- 
ing he could cover the 200 feet ot shop space 
with a sold silver paving that would be 
something worth While. 

There barely is room enough in this little 


store for a single showcase, and, as there 


is no basement, the proprietor often is hard 
put to know where'to storehis surplus stock. 
Three clerks are employed, and it is an actual 


. fact that for a time they were compelled to 


‘hang their hats in the safe while they were 

on duty during the day. A few weeks ago, 
however, the proprietor had a balcony built; 
and this, reached by small, winding stairs, 
now supplies room for a few coat hooks and 
a small washstand. 

The ground on which the shop stands Is 
owned by Eugene Pike, and it is said that he 
had several offers to rent the property at the 
A, ure that now is paid for it hy the jeweler. 
Located in the heart of State street, there 
is an opportunity to catch the crowds both 
coming and going along that busy thorough- 
fare. 

“TI figured that the ground must be worth 
the price asked for it,“ said Mr. Sachs. Oth- 
ei wise there-would not have been such a rush 
to secure possession of it. The agent had so 
many offers to rent the store that I consid- 
ered myself lucky to close to a ten year lease 
with him.” 

The three clerks in the place are kept pretty 
busy handing out jewelry. If they weren't 
the owner of the shop would have to dosome 
tall calculating in order to meet his dally 
rental expenses of 50, to say nothing of the 
light, ineurance, help, and numerous other 
bi'ls.

T. Remove Stains.

Was needed to show her equality with him? 
The working woman learned to read, she 
Studled mathematics, she gradually secured 

the right to important places in the indus- 

trial world—and she began to tell herself 
more and more that she was measuring up 
well with the average man in all lines of in- 

Gustry. In the development of this senti- 

ment she has been modest, possibly desiring 

first to prove without a doubt her equality 
. a worker.

Equal Righis and Equal Pay. 


At the present time, however, she Is forcing 
thie knowledge of her powers upon the world 
by her demands for equal rights and equal 
pay with men for service rendered. Although 
every possible barrier has been erected 
against her for the last several thousand 
years, and she has had practically no op- 
portunity to develop until within the last two 
centuries, yet she rapidly !s assuming respon- 
sibilities of such magnitude as to cause sci- 
entists and philosophers to pause in what 
they once would have considered more seri- 
ous work, and speculate as to what is the 
meaning of woman's achievement. 

Bhe adopts the manners of the cultured 
with tar greater ease than man does, and 
adapts herself to any environment much 
More readily than he can. And we have no 
reason to doubt her capacity for high mental 
As proof of her inferiority, 

scientists cite the larger brain development 

of man; but it is proven that even men of

‘and weight. The brains of the men and 
women of certain countries, too, do not differ 
materially in size and weight. Little differ-

All should 
receive such returns for their service as will 
render them economically independent.

How to Make 


To cut a high standing collar without a 
pattern, or rather, to make your own pat- 
tern, take the exact measure of your neck, 
top and bottom, jot down on paper, then 
draw a pattern like the illustration given. If 
the collar fastens in the middle of the back, 
then the middle of the front is on a straight 
fold. One important point to remember is 
to have the collar as straight as possible; 
that is, not to have too curved edges. The 
more circular a collar is in cut, the thicker 
ind. larger the throat leoks. See to it thet 
the neck line of the waist is high, which in 
itself will help in having a straight collar. 
The height of the collar, front and back, is 
nextdecided on, usually making it a half inch 
or more higher at the back.

Poor Old Backbone Gets More Work. 

The backbone, or vertebral column, as the wiseacres 
call it, is placed about on the horizontal. The trunk is 
supported by four legs and the weight carried by the 
front legs, and in that way transmitted to more or less 
vertical ribs.

He would also find that while he had the same ma- 
chinery as before with which, to do his work, as a re- 
sult of his taking the new upright posture this ma- 
chinery was differently placed, thrown out of gear. All 
over the body there were changes more revolutionary in 
methods of doing work than it would be to try to work 
a typewriter lying down when one has been accustomed 
to do it sitting. 

Yet some distant rélative of this monkey, the first of 
the genus homo, attempted to undertake to cope with 
all these difficulties and handicaps for the sake of free- 
ing his hands for other uses. If he had not done it 
nothing would have been accomplished, and, with the 
exception of our brain develapment, it must be consid- 
ered the most important human attribute. Whatever 
the necessary factors may have been which rrompted 
our remote forefather to assume and maintain this po- 
sition, this much is true—that despite the myriads of 
years he has spent in rea justing himself to the self- 
imposed and unnatural) posture, it has been far from 
complete and probably always will remain imperfect. 
The upright position has many disadvantages—tirrepara- 
ble in the deficiency of adaptation—factors that even 
tend to eliminate the physical man. 

Augustus Pohlman of Indiana university attempts 
to prove that such a position interferes with the proper 
working of the three mogt important functions in ani- 
mal life—respiration, digestion, and reproduction. He 
notes that not only lack of adaptation to false position 
is of disadvantage, but that the force of gravity is di- 
rected at right angles to what it would be were we on 
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position 
When the upright position was taken the support on 


the front legs was lost and these front legs in turn 
were carried on ribs which were now placed horison- 
tally. As a result in breathing not only must the ribs 
be lifted against gravity, but some of the weight of the 
upper extremity elevated as well. Partly as a result of 
this two types of breathing are found among people. 
Men usually use the diaphragmatic style during th 
day. While awake men have the abdominal breathing, 


while women in breathing bring the ribs into action. 


While asleep both men and women use the rib breath- 
ing—that is, they return to the animal type. 


* 

You Breathe Like Animal When Asleep. 

Nevertheless both undergo some changes in the man- 
ner of breathing every morning when they “get up on 
their hind legs.” Because of his generally more active 
life the male has those of the abdominal muscles used 
in balancing well developed, and these, therefore, offer 
a hindrance to the free movement of the ribs in breath- 
ing. Further interference is caused by the ribs being 
compelled to bear the weight of the arms, but a stin 
greater restriction is due to the fact that the use of the 
arm, especially where strength ts needed, requires that 
the upper five or six ribs be firmly fixed. 

Hence breathing is confined mostly to the diaphragm. 
That this is not the original method is shown in the 
retufn to the other while asleep. In the case of women 
the form of breathing remains about same, sincé 
so heavy a weight need not be borne by upper ribs, 
nor is the arm strength so great as to demand firmly 
fixed ribs. But a still more important reason ts the

When Mrs. Field returned to Chicago the rose which 
had been christened in her honor captivated her. She 
at once popularized it. .The namesake rose outstripped 
all its competitors in the rose market. Mrs. Field 
Ordered hundreds of the wonderful blossoms. She deco- 
rated her house with them at every affair at which 
she was hostess. She had the roses which bore her 
name on her table at every meal. 

When she sent flowers to her friends she sent the 
Mrs. Marshall Field roses. When she dispatched her 
butler to the hospitals in which she was interested 
with flowers to cheer the ill and the suffering, to carry

Pray Twice a Day for Ideal Husbands. 

“Pray twice a day as you say your other prayers 
that you may not be allowed to fall in love with any 
one who is not up to the standard of perfectly clean 
habits,” says thie teacher. “If you pray thus earnest- 
ly and regularly for this ideal of a husband I promise 
you that you will not be allowed to fall from it.” 

“Sixty per cent of the members of my class are 
unmarried,” said Dr. Vaughan, when questioned about 
this subject. “ Weddings occur so extremely often that 
I have made it a rule to talk twice a year on marriage 
and the choice of a husband. I impress upon them 
that no young woman can afford to marry a man who 
hasn’t the highest standards in these matters. I never 
fail to impress this upon the young women when, as it 
often happens, the course of the lessons throws oppor- 
tunity in my way. ‘Better a thousand times to be an 
old maid than to do this,“ I warn them with all the 
force of argument and influence I have. ‘Not only hold 
your ideals too high to marry such men, but don’t take 
any chances,’ I say to them. ‘Pray twice a day as you 
would any other prayer that you will not be allowed to 
fall in love with such men, and you will not.’

“There is a grave reason for this request,” con- 
tinued Dr. Vaughan.
